THE BASIS OF ARBITRATION 



Victoria to Get Statutory Riglit 
of Expropriation in New 
Amendments 



The water tanglo at last apprnrs to 
1)0 practically .straiKhtonod oii't, 1£ In- 
deed tlio matter m.iy ii'it be cor.Hldcrod 
finally settled. The result liaa been 
arrived at after protracted negotla- 
ttbns over the Boss amendments, 
which were printed In yesterday's 
Colonist. The Esquimalt Water Work.s 
people were up In arms ;it the arbi- 
tration provisions thus proposed, but 
they realized that If an unconclllutory 
attitude were maintained there was a 
ffond chance that the house would 
pass the bill with the suBKesteU 
umendmonts. 

The final settlement came yesterday 
mornlnu at the conference fore- 
shadowed by tlic Colonist, at which the 
representatives of the city, the com- 
pany und the members for Victoria 
were present. It has always been the 
Intention of the city to i)iiy a fair price 
for the property If it were obtainable, 
and It v/as the conscnuuB of opinion 
that the terms the Ross amendment 
6rred somewhat on the side of harsh- 
ness to the company's leettiihate Inter- 
ests. At the," same time ' the pity's 
representatives were' deterjnlned-. that 
If a bargain were made that tiie rights 
of Victorlii should be adequately safe- 
guarded. • . " ' 

As a result of' all! this Mr; Taylor 
drafted a new set of amendments, bas- 
ed to some extent on the Ross amend- 
ments; which will now be withdrawn, 
but containing various somewhat dif- 
ferent stipulations. The amendments 
were drawn up in the form of an agree- 
ment between the city and the com- 
pany, and were, put Into the order 
paper yesterday by H. B. Tliomson. 
No man has laliored more strenuously 
on behalf of the city than the fourth 
member for Victoria, and If t{}e city 
Is now in a position to secSUro'' the 
water facilities which It ~Ba8-^Bbr*long 
needed, no one man .is so much en- 
titled to the credit of It .as Is Mr. 
Thomson. 

The amendments are In the form of 
additional provisions to clause 2 of the 
Victoria Waters Works act, - In " which 
Mr. Thomson's amendment ratifying 
and confirming the original powers of 
the city are Inserted. The agreement 
In terms gives the water commls.sloner 
power to expropriate the property of 
the Esquimalt Water W'orks company, 
and If it is decided not to do that 
lie Is given powcr'to expropriate a right 
of way to Sooke so long ns the Gold- 
stream reservoir site Is not touched. 

In tlie event of the city de.firing 
to take over the Goldstream property 
an offer of not less tlian $700,000 is to 
bo made by tli(> city. If this is refused 
by the company, arl)ltratlon will be 
resorted to and the sum payable de- 
termined under the provisions of the 
water clauses consilldated act, pro- 
vided that the bonus over tiie cost 
price »hall not exceed twenty per 
cent, and the interest on the capital 
invested shall not be calculated at a 
rate oxceedirig 'six per cent

THIRTY LIVES TAKEN 
BY ARKANSAS STORM 



City of Brinl< ley Left Complete 
Ruin — Cliurcli Alone 
Escapes 



AVcakley, Aric, March 0. — Residents 
of Brinklcy. Ark., which was devas- 
tated by a tornado last night, are ar- 
riving here, Six white people arc 
known to bo rtend, and probably fif- 
teen were injured. The rij^iigees say 
th.at the entiro business section was 
demolished by the storm, and probably 
SO per cent, of the residences were 
lazcd to the ground or rendered unin- 
liabltable. Rolief trains have arrived 
on tho scene, but all wire communica- 
tion is interrupted. 

Brlnkloy, Ark., March 9. — Thirty or 
more lives were snuffed out and sixty 
peojile were Injured, fourteen seriously, 
and iiroperty estimated to bo wcrtli 
one million dollars was destroyed as 
a result of a tornado which wreclved 
this little city last night. Tho tornado 
liovered about tlie city only a few 
minutes, but its worlc of destruction 
was complete. The; Roman Catholic 
clmrch, standing directly In tho path 
of the storm, alone escaped damage 
or destruction, and stands tonight a 
grim sentinel on a scene of desolation. 



TREATY WITH FRAMCE 



Supplementary Convention Concluded 
By Minister Fielding is Laid 
Before Parliament, 



Ottawa, March 9. — Tho supplemen- 
tary convention respecting commercial 
relations between Canada and France, 
which was the object of Hon. Mr. 
Fielding's reent extended visit to Lon- 
don and I^aris, was submitted to Par- 
liament yesterday. It is signed on be- 
half of the British government by Sir 
Franis Bertie, British ambassador to 
France, and by Mr. Fielding; on behalf 
of tlie French government by Minister 
of i-'oroign Affairs jpichon and 'Messrs. 
Calllauc, Cruppl and'Buan. , 

The convention comes Into force Im- 
mediately after ratillcatlon by the Do- 
minion parliament and the French 
cliambers, and Is to remain in force 
for ten years unless eitlier party sig- 
nifies its Intention to terminate the 
convention after giving one year's no- 
tice.

ROSS 'RIPLEJS. OP AGAI'N 

Statement to Be IVlade in Re- 
gard to Assistance of G. 
. Tf^PacifiC' . 



Ottawa, March 9. — ^The feature of to- 
day's session of the Houst; of Commons 
was the statement by Sir Frederick 
Borden in answer to the criticism of 
tho militia department and Its ex- 
penditures. A great deal of this 
criticism, Sir Fredcrici-c regarded ;is 
unjust, and ho ventured the opinion 
that the critics did not Icnow what 
they wore talking about. Tho minister 
said lie had had a memorandum pre- 
pared by tho very ablest men living 
who could deal with such a subject, 
and he did not thlnic he could do 
better than place It on Hansard as 
tho defence of' the department. 

Summed up, the principal points 
were that the expenditure on militia 
services for the year just ended shows 
a decrease of $40,000 as compared with 
tho previous year, while tho estimates 
for the coming year show a decrease 
of $030,27.5. That while the expendi- 
ture for annual drill rose from $099,- 
724 In 1904-5 to $1,975,000, exclusive of 
tho cost of the Quebec celebration In 
1908-9, tho Increaso In cost has been 
accompanied by an Increaso In the 
number of men trained from 32,000 to 
47,500 men, with 600 additional horses. 
The Increasa In tho cost of stores and 
supplies ■ is. due . tor the»lncl:ease . in .the 
permanent force on account of the tak- 
ing over of Halifax and EJsqulmalt, and 
to tho additional requirements of the 
active militia. That the Increaso in 
the permanent staff at headquarters 
and in tho military districts has been 
In accord with tho views of all tho 
general ofllcors who have served in 
Canada during tho last seventeen 
years, has been largely forced upon 
us by the withdrawn] of tho Imperial 
forces, is absolutely necessary I£ tho 
mlUtia force is to bo able to take 
and raajjptjiln. itself in the field and 
is clog^^,J>ijt;{><u'Uonate:.to ij) 
which has, taken place In " the" militia 
force. 'I 'That Ithe Increase In the per- 
manent force- Is due to the Halifax 
and Esquimalt garrisons, to the neces- 
sity of providing instruction for tho 
increased militia force and by having 
to provide for the organization of the 
subsidiary services required to enable 
tho niililia as a whole to take tho 
ilcld. No reduction Is possible without 
neglecting Canada's undertaking with 
the Mother country. That the vote 
on capital account Is necessary to bo 
properly armed for war .it tho militia 
is to bo provided with rilio ranges. 

Sir Frederick spoke for three hours, 
and was followed by Col. Worthlngton, 
who spoke briefly. He strongly sup- 
ported military training for school 
hoys. Ho.TllkewIse criticised arming 
the Canadian militia with an arm dif- 
ferent from that used in the British 
army, and this brought Col. Sam 
Hughes to his feet with a defence of 
that weapon. Col. Hughes retorted 
that he believed that In a short tiqie 
tlie British army would be equipped 
with tno Rosa rifle. 

Mr. Robb, of Huntington reported 
that his constituency was against a 
military i'.ristocracy. No self-respect- 
ing motlicr would allow her boy to go 
to a military training camp because 
.Mlic knew that all he would learn 
would be to learn to drink whisky and 
smoke cigarettes. Sir Frederick Bor- 
den stated that every effort was being 
made to wipe out the practice of in- 
troducing liquor Into tho camps. 

Before the House closed at mid- 
night three and a quarter million dol- 
lars liad been voted for tho militia. 
One largo item was left over to permit 
of the Kuljjoct being discussed later. 
1'lie house during the time when Sir 
Frederick had the floor was very. thin- 
ly attended. 

It is understoond that tho govern- 
ment has practically decided to a.s- 
sume tho cost of providing tho new 
permanent sheds on the wharves at 
Montreal.

CANADA'S POSITION 
IN TREATY MATTERS 

Recent Waterways Convention 
as Instance— Question in 
Commons 



Ottawa, Mar. 9.— Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
yesterday tabled the correspondence 
between Earl Grey and tho Imperial 
government regarding the delay In 
submitting the waterways treaty to tho 
Canadian parliament. 

On Feb. 18, Earl Grey cabled: "As 
text of boundary water treaty Is al- 
ready publlslied in United .Stut.-c press, 
my ministers desire to present It to 
Dominion parliament. Have you any 
objections?" Tho reply of Earl Crewe 
to this is dated Feb. 22 and reads: 
"With reference to your telegram of 
Feb. 18, Mr. Bryce reports that tho 
boundary water treaty Is not yet been 
published In the United States, but 
parts of it have leaked out, and tho 
United . States deprecates • publication 
till passed by the seriate." ' 

Giassow, Mar. 9. — The Herald says 
there is a good deal of misplaced' sen- 
timent In the demands, such as they 
are, for an all-red mall and passen- 
ger route. The dominating question 
is: "Will It pay?" The answer must 
be, "No." Referring to tlio proposed 
Canadian external department tho 
Herald thinks that In theory this 
sounds ominous of a discussion on 
disruption, but In fact it is doubtful 
if the new scheme means very much. 
"There seems to bo no reason why 
Canada should not get a more direct 
Interest In the settlement of her fron- 
tier difficulties with the United States," 
the Herald concludes. 

London, Mar. 9. — In tho Commons 
yesterday John G. S. MacNcll, Na- 
tionalist member for South Donegal, 
asked Mr. Asqulth whether the time 
had not come for a concession to Can- 
ada by tho imperial government o£ all 
the necessary powers to enable ..the 
government of the Dominion to 'enter 
Into direct communication with otlier 
British possessions and with foreign 
powers for the purpose, of extending 
the trade and commerce of Canada 
abroad. 

Premier Asqulth replied: "Tho 
Canadian government already does 
negotiate with other British posses- 
sions. Sir Wilfrid Laurier about a 
year ago in tho Canadian parliament 
expressed himself as quite satisfied 
with tho presonL practice of negotiat- 
ing treatic;s with foreign governments 
through His Majesty's government. I 
believe It to bo Impossible for any oili- 
er arrangement to secure a fuller and 
mora effective presentation of Cana- 
dian views and wishes than has been 
obtained in the recent negotiations 
aiioiit matters, of Canadian interest 
with France, the United States and 
Japan.

From elglit o'clock Monday evening 
until almost 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon tlie committee sat on, as ono 
member after anotlior — but alw.ays on 
the Opposition side — -arose .and sparred 
with Father TImo for jierlods vary- 
ing from three hours to fifteen min- 
utes. At 1.55 the attorney-general mov- 
ed adjuurnmcnt until 2 o'clock. How- 
ever, tho House did not meet until 
o'clock, tho weary legislators taking 
advantage of tho respite for a good 
rest. -. 

Had it not been for the resolution 
adopted by the House earlier In the 
session and.providing for two distinct 
sittings a. day.- the committee would 
without doubt be. sitting; yet. As>.it 
was, when the House met last evening: 
the entire order of the day, hadTtbRho' 
begun over again, and so the Provlri-! 
cial Klectlons act was safely shelved 
until the House -mlghtirecovpi!! from -Its 
Involuntary insomnia.

In nnotlicr little nook the Socialist 
contingent sought repose, and dreamed 
up now issues for tho deliate.

Needless to say, the dcliatc exhibited 
a frayed appearance - after < tho dawn 
l)roke yesterday arid-i thai orators were 
all but exhausted.: ;'Mr.VHawthornth- 
waitc (Nanalmo) after, three hours on 
his feet, betrayed great Ingenuity In 
finding things to talk about. Ho talk- 
ed about the member for the Islands; 
he referred feelingly to the Premier; 
he dealt with the Attorney-General in 
unmeasured terms.

That amendment 
formed the topic of .'ill the speeches — 
somo thirty odd — and it is confidently 
expected that It will form tho topio 
of thirty more before the session, 
ends. 

Grand Trunk Pacific Bill 

Conslderablo work was done at last 
night's BOBslon and several bills wero 
advanced .three stages by the .consent 
of the-; House. . ■ • 

The Grand Trunk Paolflo bill in the 
committee stage promised to be almost 
QS ; large a bone of contenelon as tho 
Provincial Elections act Itself. Tho 
public galleries were thronged with 
sightseers who expected a continuation 
of the morning and afternoon debate, 
and those Inquiring persona wero re- 
galed by Mr. Oliver (Delta) with somo 
of his clioicest eloquence on the sub- 
ject on the subject of tho Prlnco Ru- 
pert townsitc. 

Tho bill was hold up for .several 
hours, and finally tho Chief Commis- 
sioner signified his -, 'willingness to 
bring down a lot-ot Information asked 
for by Mr. Oliver in order to facilitate 
the passage of tho measure.

The premier on behalf of tho attor- 
ncy-tjf'iieral Introduced ii bill to fur- 
ther amend the Land Registry act. 
This was lllvea llrst reading. 

The bin to amend the Timber Manu- 
lai'turo act, 1906 (chief commissioner 
of hinds) came up for third reatllng. 
Mr. Oliver (Delta) moved that tho bill 
be re-commltted, for the purpose of 
addln.cr the followlnpr .section: 

"Kothlng In this act contained shall 
bo construed to prevent tho export of 
pile and crib timber, rallwaj' tics, nilii- 
Ing ])rops. telegraph or telephone poles, 
fence posts or lire wood.',' 

Mr. - AlacdohaM.- (Ro88land) .said that 
this was tho same as aa'.ametidment 
lidded to the 'bill by it's introducer in 
cammlttoc, with tho o-xceptlon that 
that amendment made necessary an 
application to the lieutenant-goverai.r 
in coujicll before this class of timber 
could bo o.Nportod. 

Tho chief connnlssloner said that 
the prnvision for an application to the 
lionteiiant-ijovernor in cniini'll offered 
a necPHsary safeguard, and he refused 
to accept tho amendment. The amend- 
nicnt was defeated 12 to 20, and the 
bill was given third reading and 
Iiassi'd. 

Public Service Bill 
The Publ!(! Service bill was l.alcen 
u)) in <'ornM)lttee. tin motion of lion. 
IJr. Yountr an anu'iidment was addeii 
to Ihe I'ffecl that only l.irltlsh subjects 
niiffht become niemljers of the civil 
si i vice, except where technical knowl- 
eilge Is re'iuired, when appointmenls 
must bo made by the lieutenant-gover- 
nor in council. Tho tilll was reported 
complete with amendments. 

Dr. Young announced that the coiti- 
pletod superannuation bill would bo 
laid on the table during the sitting for 
the consideration of tho members dur- 
ing tho recess. 

Grand Trunk Pacific Bill 

In committee Mr. Oliver (Delta) 
In-ouffht up his old charges that tho 
streets ot Princo Rupert did not go 
clear through to the sea. He was 
opposed to all the clauses in the bill 
that conflicted with the act passed last 
year. The townsito had not, he said, 
been laid out according to the Stat- 
utes, and the logi.slature was asked to 
ratify a violation of tho law. 

la reply the chief commissioner 
started out by sayln.if that as usual the 
meiubor for 13eltiL had begun with the 
assumption tliat he jiossessed the only 
"gray matter" In the House. 

"I admit, without prejudice, that this 
may be so," said Mr. Kulton. "X say 
«-ithnut iirejudlce, for there mlglit be 
sonui doubt." 

Ho said tlio matter had had the close 
attention of tho executive for many 
months. It would bo foolish to wipe 
out tho well considered action of tin; 
executive on the superflcial knowledge 
of the tnember for Delta. 

"Never before In the history of this 
province hav^-- the ' Interests o£ the 
public 'been safeguarded" as they have 
been at I*rince Rupert," declared the 
chief commissioner. "It Is the inten- 
tion of the government to retain in its 
possession all this waterfront, not to 
)>art with single foot of it, so tluit 
the Interests of the iuil)llc will always 
be safeguanled." 

He said that tho criticism of 'the 
member for Delta canio i with bad 
grace, in view of the action of. the 
Dominion goverjinient in uttcnipting 
to make the jirovlnclal government 
give uj) the Indian land.s on Knlen 
Island without compensation. 

Mr. Oliver said tiiat the order-in- 
councll sent out by Ottawa on that 
(iceusiun was merely a request and not 
"almost a command" as tlie Chief 
Commissioner had said. 

Jlr. Oliver dri'w attention to another 
matter in connection with Princo Ru- 
l)ert. 

"Ten thousand acres of tho most 
magnlliceiit timber lands at I'rlnce 
Rujiert were sold -at $1 an acre," he 

declared. 

The t'ilief Commissioner said that 
this sale was made as to the agent of 
tlio Grand Trunk Pacific Railway. 

"Where did R. J. Patterson and Pet- 
er Larson come In on the thing?" ask- 
ed Mr. Oliver. 

He said the parties referred to had 
rece ived the contract from the Provin- 
cial government, and if it was for tlio 
railway, why was It not made out di- 
rect to . tho raU.way company, instead 
of to E. V. Bodwell? Why was It ne- 
cessary to put In the contract a clau.'re 
providing that Mr. Bodwell should not 
dispose of the lands to any person or 
corporation other than the 'Grand 
Trunk Pacific? 

Mr.- Oliver was deep In tho Journals 
of the House looking lor this agree- 
ment, and the chief commissioner said 
that ho would find there a telegram 
from President Hayes of the G. T. P., 
to the effect that Mr, Bodwell was the 
accredited agent of the railway com- 
pany. 

"Send tho Ijook over and I'll find it," 
suggested Mr. Bowser. 

Mr. Bowser had some difWculty in 
finding the telegram, and Mr. Oliver 
suggested sarcastleally that ho 
"change his glasses." 

"Will till.' minister exiilain?" asked 1 
.Mr. Oliver, "why tlie G. T. P. paid at 
least Slli.OOO for these same lands? 
Who got the other ?36,000?" 

Dominion and Province. 
Mr. Oliver then went back to de- 
fending the steps taken by tho Do- 
minion government with regard to the 
Indian lands at Princo Rupert. 

'Is the hon. gentleman aware that 
tho Dominion government conveyed 
to the G. T. P. the 13,000 acres of In- 
dian lands In fee simple?" asked the 
chief confmissioner. "Is he aware that 
to protect themselves against any 
claim the province might have tlie 
Dominion government took a bond of 
indemnity?" 

Mr. Oliver asked what was the denth 
of water opposite waterfrontlng Block 
P, at Princo Rupert. 

"Twenty to two hundred feet, de- 
pending on the distance' from the 
shore line," said tho chief commission - 
"We have room for a wharf 700 
feet long, and 80 feet wide,' the deptli 
of water nbovo tho wharf at high wat- 
er to bo hctvi'oen 50 and 60 feet." 

Mr. Oliver asked tho distance lie- 
twecn the railway track and tho water 
at higli tide. Mr. Fulton was not jirc- 
pared to say. He said tii.at in the wes- 
terly TTiO feet <>i the block the railway 
rigiit of was was only 00 feel wide. 

.Mr. Ollv.'r declared that this was 
Ik>cuusi' the v.ater -was too deep at 
that i)i)lnl. 

Mr. Oliver .-iskiHl definite Infoi'ina- 
tioii i-ej.'arding the deptli of water at 
tli.iL iiuiuL. Jlr. I'^ulton referred litm 
to the works di'iiartinent. Prote.'sting 
acainsl the ri>tieeiiee of the govern- 
ment, Mr. Oliver siit douii. 

Mr. N'aden ((ireenwood), .u.ild il was 
lnipo.ssible to discuss the bill v.itliout. 
furtlier iufornialioii. ][t; ;i;ild b;iil 
iiiiiny times rowed over tlv govern- 
ment waterfront lots In a boat.

.Mr. .Jardin? (lisfiulmalt), took up 
the parable for fifteen minutes, -when 
ho was relieved by Jlr.

Thi 
statement clearly shows that ho Is not 
a Ben Uri, a son or child o£ Light, 
and that. he is, not, a Ben Hur, a son 
ot .Freedom, -a member of the nobility 
of God." 

Rev. Mr, Lev refers to the recent 
declaration of Rev. George Jackson, 
an English Methodist minister who 
some time ago came to the Sher- 
'm >rne Street Methodist churcli in 
xoronto from Edinburgh, Scotland, 
which has caused such a sensation In 
religious ciroleSi that the story of 
creation as given In tho first chap- 
tors of tho Book of Genesis is In real- 
ity a myth. 

In his Bible reading last evening, 
Rev. Mr. Lev took as his subject the 
story of tho building of the Taber- 
nacle, and as his text tlie first verso 
of tho 31st eliapter of Kxodus; "And 
the Lord spake unto Moses, saying. 
See, I have railed by namo Bozaloel, 
the son of Url, the son Hur, of the 
Tribe of Judah." 

He remarked that the names in tho 
Old Testament which seemed so 
meaningless to. the ordinary reader 
were really of the moat profound sig- 
nificance. The ton names, beglning 
with Adam and ending with Noah, 
which he had enumerati d on the ))re- 
cedSng evening, represented the sum 
and substance of the Gospid of Jesus 
ChrLst, while in the present iristaiice 
B' Zai El. as it was written in tiie 
Hebrew, had its distlncl and a inosL 
profound significance, meaning, "la 
the reflection of God." The word ZaI, 
which appeared in this name, was pre- 
cisely the same- word which was em- 
ployed In the first chapter of Genesis, 
and which -was translated in tho au- 
thorized vor.sion as image, when it 
was stated that Adam, or man, was 
created in the Zal or in the Imago 
of God. He, however, seriously ques- 
tioned the accuracy of this transla- 
tion, as tho Hebrew word Zal really 
meant reflection, and what was com- 
municated in this passage was simply 
this, that man was created with tho 
capacity to mirr.or or reflect tho at- 
tributes of God, such as love, mere/, 
wisdom, etc.. although through tho 
fall he had lost this capacity in its 
highest and truest sense, unless aided 
by Divine Grace. 

l^ut not only waS B 'Zal El's namo 
given but also tiir.- names • of his 
father. Url. and of his grandfather, 
Hur, a namo which had been made al-, 
ni.ost too famillju- through General Lew 
■Wallace's splendid novel, "Ben Hur." 
The words Uri and Ilur bad also their 
peculiar and impressive meanings, 
Url signifying light, and Hur freedoni, 
although it had also still one other 
meaning, nobility. These names were 
bestowed by God Himself, and. in- 
formed the world that this earthly and 
temporal ■ tabernnclo'-was to hef.'iyvlllj-. 
In His" own .-reflection, and by- 'Ben 
fUrl, the Son ot Light,' and Ren Hur, 
the Son of l-'recdoni. He also quoted 
divers passages from St. Paul's writ- 
ings to show that eacli Christian, it 
ho were a A-cnuine living Clirisliaii. 
was also a living, stone In tho more 
lasting, the Eternal Tenii)Ie, which 
was was built with hands and whose 
head was Christ Himself. While he 
laid especial emphasis upon thia state- 
ment of St. Paul that all scriptures-^ 
not this passage or that passage, as 
might suit certain personal pre-pos- 
sessions and the fancied demands of 
the "higher critics" — were given to 
man through Insidration for his In- 
struction.

Ottawa, March 9. — The annual re- 
port of the Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police was laid upon the table of the 
housQ today by the premier, , The re- 
port, of Commissioner Perry gives the 
strength on, Oct. 31, 1908, as 51 officers 
598 non-commissioned otTlccra and con- 
stables and 523 horses. 

Conmilssloner Perry states that the 
strength' of tho force does not allow 
him to give the full and ■satisfactory 
service which the public has been ac- 
customed to receive for many years 
and now expects. Tlie fact that tli 
arrangement with tho provinces will 
end in two years renders it impossible 
for him to ask for an inereuse in the 
force, and he only brings the matter 
uij .in order that the people may appre- 
ciate that the power to sorvo has not 
grown with the responsibilities. 

• During the year 7624 cases -were en- 
tered and 6377 convictions obtained, 
nn increase of 602. Tho increase is 
duo to tho gain in population in both 
provinces. 

The large number of men leaving tho 
force unaually strikes at its efllclcncy. 
The waste of time and money in train- 
ing men who do not serve their full 
time is very great. During the year 
117 men 'eft the force, l.'j by purchase, 
17 by desertion, H by dismissal, and 
11 for Inelliclency. Tlic chief cause of 
dismissals was drunkenness, 

Tho force Is composed of a fine body 
of men, highly trained, but too many 
good men have purchased out and too 
many "wasters" have found their way 
in and have had to be culled out. 

Assistant Commissioner Wood, In his 
report pays some attention to the 
charges made against the morality of 
tho Yukon. The assistant commle- 
sionor's opinion is that if some of the 
p(!0ple who have talked so much were 
to iniiuire Into their own liomo city 
co.'iditiona they would tlnd more im- 
morality than there is in the Yukon.

Herr Ballin does not believe the 
tariff question will be settled as «onn 
as President Taft and the. banks think, 
yet tho cropping up of tarl.rt revision is 
not to be regretted as such- talk avoids 
tho danger of precipitate changes in 
American economic conditions and 
gives time for further 'consolidation. 
In conclusion Herr Ballin said that the 
increase ot . omigratlon was a; sign of 
growing prosperity.

The fifth hall Is given over to the 
Venetian school, headed by Titian; 
the sixth, to examples of the sixth 
century, and the seventh, to pictures 
by foreign artists, Including a m;ig- 
nlllcent portrait of George IV. of Eng- 
land.

The whole trouble is over ^ 
difference of opinion as to the proce- 
dure when names should be struck off 
the '"voters' "lists. 'The ' government 
thinks that If a man is given thirty 
days' notice that it is i)roposed to 
KtriUo off his name and pays no at- 
tention to it, he cannot reasonably 
"oLtJec't If Ills name is taken off. He 
i:an get lii.s name restored, If lie wants 
tu, and in 'J'.t'J cases out ul' every I.OUO 
nobody could Ije in the slightest way 
•prejudiced by tlie proposed provision. 
Tlie Opposition want the law to pro- 
vide that in no event shall a. man's 
name lie strucii off a list until lie 
slrall have been absent a year, except 
at his own request, . Such an arrange- 
ment would prevent the purging of 
thr lists, and there might always be 
carried along on Ihem a numlx-r of 
names of jiersons,' who are not living 
oi- who had .left the country for good, 
whereby the door would, be opened 
f'lr all manner of personation. .Most 
people will agree wltii us that a thirty- 
day notice is long enough for a voter 
to protect his interest, and the pr.o- 
posal that a year shall be allowed in 
every case Is really no guarantee that 
the lists shall be kept free from nanie.s 
that ought 'not to bo on them.

r not yet prepared to submit to govern- 
ment by a minority, and he is quite 
right. 

Under the law as it now stands 
there is nothing- to prevent a Registrar 
of Voters from striking off the names 
of absentees at his own sweet will. 
All he need do is to assume that a 
person, who is not residing in tlie dis- 
;; trict, hus left the province and mail 
him a notice at his last address, !ind 
proceed to strike off tlie name, unless 
llie voter shows cause to the con- 
trary. It is true that the present law 
only applies to persons, who arc out 
oC the province, but us the Registrar 
Is not required to have any proof as 
10 tlie voter's whereabouts, it is quite 
ininiaterial where the voter may bo. 
Ho may have only moved to another 
'Street in tlie same city, and if ho falls 
to get the notice niuiieu to liim, off 
his name will go. This is tlie laM- 
that has prevailed In the province for 
years, and the fact that it has never 
been abused is a sufficient guarantee 
that the proposed change in the law 
Is not likely to be nbu.scd. Tlie chan.cro 
reduces the power .of' the Registrar 
Instoa^. ' Of , enlarging .It, for before he 
can ' give ' notice, .of • his : Intention . to 
fitrike off a name, he -must have some 
evidence that the' person Is out of the 
illstrict. Tills Is for the protection of 
tho voter. A Registrar can surely lie 
trusted to see that tlio evidence pro- 
Hcnted to lilm Is such a.s authorizes 
iiini to treat the voter as an absentee. 
It tho evidence shows' that tho, voter 
is only temporarily avyay, he .\yJll not

a possible case: A voter In Uie city 
of Victoria leaves for England. Under 
tlie law as it now stands, If the 
Itegistrar wished to get tho voter's 
name off the, Hat, hp c.ould>of his owii 
more motion, send' a "notice to tlie 
voter's address liere, and unless cause 
was shown he could strike tlio name 
off ,If three weeks elapsed between 
the time the notice, was, sent and the 
revision. The fact that nothing of 
tho kind ever occurred. Is pretty go.od 
proof that the Registrars do not abuse 
their official power.s. Under tlio 
amendment proposed by tho Attorney- 
Ooneral, before the Rogistrar sent a 
notice to the man who had gone to 
Bnglahd, -he would have to receive 
sonie evidence that ho had left the 
city to reside elsewhere, and in tho 
event of tho absence really being only 
temporary, such evidence could not be 
given, and therefore no notice c;ould bo 
sent out. The case would be just the 
same if Uio voter had gone to Atlin' 
or Kootenay or anywhere else. 

The suggestion that the Attornev- 
Ooneral would use the proposed 
amendment, for the purpose of strik- 
ing off the names of people, whom 
he tliougln were not in political sym- 
pathy with iiim, is a monstrous thing. 
We protest tliat Mr. Bowser's record 
as a man and as a public offldlal does 
not warrant the attribution to him of 
an.v such iiiteiuiou. Moreover, tiie 
suggestion presupposes a degree of 
baseness on the part not only of the 
Attorney-General 'but also of the 
Registrars, which we are happy in be- 
ing abl<! to believe is not for one mo- 
ment to be thougiit of as possible. 
■\Ve would despair of the country If 
we believed for a moment that the 
Opposition lielieved any officials would 
so prostitute their powers, for to 
thinlc so would be to suppose tliat the 
members of - the- Opposition regard 
such things as legitimate, and we do 
not believe they do. The whole ali- 
surd e.\hibitlon, wliicli the Oiiposition 
and the Socialists are putting up is 
a piece of play to the gallery. In the 
entire absence of any real political 
issues, they have invented this issue. 
But they, are . reckoning without their 
hosts, and their hosts are the electors 
of the province, who are not so ibllnd 
that they cannot readfily see through 
tlieir transparent tactics. It the Oppo- 
sition were in earnest, it would have 
contented itself with a dignified pro- 
test, ■ but 'not ' b^irig-' in " ei&rnest, licing 
only desirous to make some sort of 
Impression upon the public, tliey have 
chosen tlie means to which they are 
now. resorting.

MR. J. D. TAYLOR. 

Mr. J. D. Taylor h:ls given the House 
of Commons several things to talk 
about. Mr. Taylor, being a newspaper 
man, 'krioWs a good many things, and 
lie also realizes the importance of hav- 
ing his facts correct before lie begins 
to talk about them. Therefore he has 
managed to make himself heard to 
some purijose. He has caused a very 
marlied rattling of the dry bones of 
idlicialdoni by bringing up the ques- 
tion ol' liill Miner's escape from the 
neiiiteiitiary, and alllnjugli it camiut 
be said that lie accompllslied ills ob- 
ject, he certainly succeeded In demon- 
strating that some one has been very 
nuicli to blame. Tlic Montreal Star, 
wliicli is not unfriendly to the go\-eni- 
ment, cannot understand why tlie min- 
istry did not grant -the investigation, 
which Mr. Td'ylor asked for. 'We 
quote: 

It is inijiossible to try the Bill Miner 
case at this distance; but it is dllli- 
cult to see wliy tiie Government does 
not welcome the idea of a further in- 
vestigation. The charges made by 
Jilr. J. D. Taylor, of New "U'estrnlnster, 
are alone enough to justify it. It will 
never do to permit the idea to get 
abroad that Canadian prisons are 
leaky under any. circumstances. An 
investigation which should dispel the 
cloud of su.'iplclon would be well worth 
the trouble and the cost; while. If it 
dlscl()si>(l a weakness which could be 
cured, its worth. would be many times 
increased. 

The • answer- seems to be that the 
Minister of Justice chose to make the 
i.ssue a jiersonal ohe, and to be more 
anxious to throw disci-edit upon ;Mr. 
Taylor and the Columbian than to 
serve the public Interest. The Colum- 
bian might very well paraphrase what 
the New 'i'ork World said to the e.\- 
prcsident, and say: Mr. .\yiesw-orth is 
only an incident; the Columbian is an 
iiislilutlon. 



HECATE STRAIT 



We have on several occasions re- 
cently referred to Hecate Strait, and 
liave raised- a i]U(.-stlon as to whetlii r 
it mlRht not jiroperly be regarded us 
a closed sea. Our Impression is that 
this question was talcen In the Colonist 
long before it was discussed ,by tho 
government. On the occasion of Pro- 
fessor I'rlnce'« first visit to A'^ictorla, 
wliich must \iny(j been ten .\-ears ago, 
liis attention was directed to it by the 
Board of Trade, but while he expressed 
an academic Interest in It, he did not 
st-em to think it at all pressing. In 
this connection _ tile following de- 
sjiatclies arc of interest. The first is 
from tho Montreal Star and is dated 
at Ottawa on February 27th: 

Ottawa, February 27. — Tho state- 
ment that the Dominion government 
will forthwith declare Hecate Straits, 
B. C. to be a Closed sea' and construct 
a crulaor to back up tho claim 'by force. 
It Is said, puts the mat'tfer'a little too 
strongly. 

At the ])n\si'iit time tlu; motion is 
engaging the attention of tho Domin- 
ion government wliich Is also consid- 
ering the advisability of building a 
fifth cruiocr to protect" the C/inadlan 
(Islierles in tliu waters of British Co- 
lumbia. 



In a recently transmitted message 
from i\Ir. Whltelaw Held. American 
ambassador at London, af^king for per- 
mission to construct a cable In Hecate 
Straits, Canadian authority In the 
Straits was acknowledged. Such an 
acknowledgment, lio^vevor, would not 
be binding on the United States gov- 
ornmenL , . ... 

Hon; li. P. Brodeiir' recently received 
a request from the "Vancouver Board 
of Trade asking it Canada's authority 
In the Straits had '^eon asserted. His 
reply was to tho effect that such a step 
had not yet been taken, but that the 
matter is under consideration. 

The following is from tlio Seattlo 
Post-Intelligencer of Sunday last and 
was dated at Washington on March 
4th: 

The iiroposed closing of Hecate 
Straits to American fishing companies 
by t'no Provincial government nt I3ri-. 
tlsh Columbia is causing muoli anxiety 
among tlio fishery interests of Pugot 
Sound. Protests have been forwarded 
to SenJitor .lo'nos and he lias referred 
the matter to the state department. 
He Is In receipt of a letter from the 
secretary. 'Of -state, saying. .>that. as far 
back as 1897 an American fisherman 
experienced trouble In the straits, be- 
ing ordered away by Canadian offi- 
cials. 

Tho state department pointed out 
to tho British ambassador at Wasli- 
ington that these open waters had 
never before been claimed as terri- 
torial po.ssessions liy British Cohmi- 
l)la. The ambassador forwarded tlio 
communications to the Britisli foreign 
oflice, ljut no reply was received. 

Trouble was again experieiiceid sev- 
eral years later and the matter again 
presented to London, but witliout re- 
sult. This third complaint lias been 
taken up with tho British ambassador 
with a view to obtaining an oflicial 
statement of the British position with 
respect to Hecate Straits. 

We think it unfortunate that tho 
question was not t;dcen up earlier and 
before the United States flsliermen 
had learned the value of the halibut 
fishery in tho Strait.

fully calculated. Hence to those Im- 
mediately concerned, -there, is no doulbt 
whatever, and '.t<j' Jhpsaj^ hanging back 
■' to learn the siicbess biE- Captain Koy'a 
expedition, there will be speedy con- 
viction. Everyone fnmlUar with the 
coast from California northwards Is 
aware that the adjacent seas are 
swarming with vast numbers of sper- 
maceti whales, and also by the aea 
elephants (a sort of cross between the 
walrus and seal) which yields a largo 
quantity of oil. The various old fish- 
ing grounds for the common whales 
f^^.aro, well-nigh exhausted and conse-

BRITISrOPINION ■ 



If there is one fact certain about tho 
east of Europe, says tho Daily Tele- 
graph, It is the extraordinary and pas- 
sionate racial feeling of the various 
branches of the Slavs, Invasion of 
Servia by thij military power of Aus- 
tria would Inevitably raise a storm of 
racial sympatliy and racial passion 
throughout Kuwjin, which might easily 
compel the government of the Tsar to 
take action. This Is one' ot; tho mani- 
fest dangers of tho situation, but it 
should also,' from another point of 
. view, bo one of the most sobering con- 
.- slderatlons of the near eastern prob- 
, lem. Perhaps the chief ground of hope 
lies In the fact that a settlement was 
reached llrst between Turkey and Bul- 
garia, and subsequently between Tur- 
key and Austria, after matters had at- 
tained such a pitch that a ruiJturo 
was confidently predicted. In this 
case It is the real Intentions of Aus- 
tria which are the doubtful but de- 
cisive factor. If she has made up her 
mind not to yield anything to Servian 
pretensions, but on tho contrary to 
"teach Servia a lesson," then trouble 
is certain. But in this case, as we 
liave said, a great gust of racial pas- 
sion would -pass over the South Slav 
peoples. This must he thoroughly well 
. understood In Vienna— far better In- 
: ? deed than- It . can l>e here— and that 
; is why tho talk of an ultimatum has 
aroused such serious apprehensions. 
And the fact that the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment has chosen this particular 
moment to i)ross tho great powers for 
the recognition of the Bulgarian king- 
dom does not conduce to tranquility or 
Increase public confidence in the pa- 
cific policy of Austria. For Austria 
and Bulgaria luive llnicd their strokes 
together at eacli stage of the prc<jcnt 
crisis. „ 

The Morning Post says: — To the 
- Western observer the policy suited to 
'' the needs of Austria-Hungary would 
seem to bo that which would have for 
its aim to assist Servia in her own do- 
vcloiiment and to gain the confidence 
of the Serb poijulatlon. in and out of 
tho empire, in the goodwill of the dual 
monarchy. A judicial fiscal policy, 
throwing open the door to Sorvia'a 
trade, would, If steadily pursued, lea.d 
towards good relations between ' the 
empire and the kingdom, and It need 
.. not imply, any attempt to raise or 
■ maintain' fiscal harriers between Ser- 
, via -find Bulgaria. This 1e| a Western, 
perhaps an Insular, vlenvi 'and Wes- 
tern observers cannot solve . the prob- 
lems of Austrian or of ■ iHungarian 
statesmen. I3ut It is at least permis- 
sible to point out that if Austrian and 
Hungarian statesmen really intend to 
act on the plan of extending the em- 
pire by military action they must ex- 
pect Western oteorvers to be guided in 
their sympathies by Wester:! Ideas 
and by Western feelings. To attempt 
to revive in Euroi)e the period of wars 
of conquest may have consoquenees 
much more serious -than seem to have 
entered into the calculations of tho 
advocates at' Vioniiii 'oC the policy of 
.reading a lesson to' S'ervia. Mean- 
time Itils reported.; that^Princo Fer- 
dinand, who was yesterday a,t Vienna, 
has gone to St. Petersburg, where he 
i.s to be received as King of Bulgaria. 
The policy of Prince Ferdinand i» not 
free from ambiguity. At tills moment 
his government is asking thi; jtowers 
to recognize tho Indepcndenco of Bul- 
garia, tt request which, points towards 
a l?«a6eful sottlement.' • • . 



XIII. - 

The area granted to, the Esqulmalt 
and Nanalmo Railway company having 
been set apart in 1884 no provincial 
surveys have been made within, its 
limits for tho purpose of reporting 
upon tho vnluo of tho land. There is 
some Information to which I shall re- 
fer later In regard to this part of the 
Island, but at present 1 am confining 
myself to the reports of persons who 
have been sent out offlclally. 

Tho Southern End. 
,So far I have given the official In- 
formation avallublo in regard to tho 
northern part of the Island, and I think 
have shown that from the standpoint 
of the farmer and tho stock raiser it 
presents many very favorable features, 
I will now speak of tho southern end 
of the Island, namely the part of It 
which lies along the Strait of Juan do 
Fuca and as far west as Burkley 
Sound, but south of tho summit of tho 
watershed In which the rivers 'llowlng 
Into tho strait have their rise. This 
area may be stated aijproximately to 
be SO miles long with an average width 
of possibly 15 miles. In referring to 
It above In connection with the tim 
bcr, I spoke of an estimate which stat- 
ed that 652,166 .acres would >be tribu- 
tary to a lino of railway. " This is only 
an approximattori, and X am told was 
purposely placed ..within . the probable 
maximum. A few comparisons may be 
interesting Jn' this connection. The 
area now under consideration is con 
sidcrably larger than tlie State of 
Rhode Island, two-thirds as large as 
the State of Delaware and 'considerably 
more than half as largo as the Pro 
vinco of Prince Edward Island. There 
have been several exploratory surveys 
of this area. 

Mr. S. P. Tuck In 1S91 examined tho 
country drained by tho Nitinat, which 
is a river liowing into a lake of tho 
same name, the latter being united to 
tho sea by a short stream, coming to 
the coast about 20 miles cast of Capo 
Beale at the entrance to Barkley 
Sound. Of the land at the confluence of 
Vernon Creek and the Nitinat, he 
said: 

"At this point the land is fairly level 
and. good, with a growth of very lino 
timber, and presents a fine situation 
for building purposes, and a good wa- 
ter power, with an ample supply for 
all seasons for lumbering and other 
manufacturing purposes and a largo 
quantity of good timber." Mr. Tuck 
said that up the valley of the Nitinat 
the land continues to be fairly good, 
the valley being a mile and more in 
width In some place.s, but in other 
places very much narrower. It is to 
be noted that Mr. TuclJ, like all other 
explorers of a decade and more ago, 
rejected everything but tho lands in 
the valleys. This was the practice on 
this coast at that time, i remember 
being told by a leading farmer of the 
State of Washington that'there was no 
farming land in that stattf'br this pro- 
vince except. In the. yftllaW and I have 
since seen.i:.a8 i almost >very - one else 
has seen; flne fartnsfestabllshed on tho 
lands that were thought to bo useless 
for agriculture. When Mr. Tuck was 
exploring tho upper Nitinat, ho heard 
of some Intending pre-emptors going 
into the lower part of the valley and 
having obtained permission from tlie 
government, he discontinued his work 
where he then was and went there. Of 
the land in that locality lie says: 
"These lands of the Xltinat, while not 
of great width nor very extensive, 
are very rich and producl.ivo, and of- 
fer many inducements to prospective 
settlers. The soil Is a sandy loam of 
considerable dppth and richness" and 
apparently very productive." 

Mr. T. S. Gore In 1891 examined tho 
land in tho San Juan valley. Ho esti- 
mated that there were 8,500 acres of 
excellent land there and about 800 
more In tlio Gordon, a tributary of the 
San Juan. Mr. R. Gallop, who ex- 
amined this valley last year, said In a 
letter to tho Colonist: "The valley of 
the San Juan is bhe of the largest on 
the Island, being two miles wide and 
ten miles long, containing, about 10,000 
acres of the flnest"land- in the world. 
The soli is a rich black loam, from 
six to ten feet deep, all irrigated by 
numerous mountain streams." A num- 
ber of settlers went Into thi.s valley 
some years ago, but the absence' of 
means of communication caused them 
to abandon their holdings. This region 
can only be satisfactorily opened by 
a railway. 

Some time about 1891, Mr. Henry 
Fry explored the San Juan country. 
He reported generally that "It slopes 
gently towards the coast and can bo 
easily cleared and drained. The coun- 
try la flat and marshy." Between San 
Juan and Providence Cove the land is 
Hat, and he says that tho Indians re- 
ported a considerable area of good 
land six miles up tho Sambrlo river. 
He adds that tho country along the 
Jordan river docs not contain much 
good land, but thence to Muir Creek 
the land Is flat and the section "will 
prove one of the most thriving com- 
munities on Vancouver Island." 
Earlier Explorers. 
I find in the I^cglslatlvo Library a 
number of very interesting pamphlets 
bearing on the natural conditions of 
Vancouver Island, which tho Librarian 
has been diligent in collecting. There 
is one, which ought to bO in the col- 
lection, but is not It is quoted by 
several of the surveyors as "Forbes 
Essay on Vancouver Island." If any 
reader of those articles has a copy of 
it, ho would confer a favor by allow- 
ing me to see It Nearly forty years 
ago a great deal of interest' was manl- 
fe.sted by tho people Of Victoria In the 
ijijssibio development of tho Province 
and prizes Were Offered for the best 
Essays. I find much of Interest In 
those essays, but nothing that has not 
been repeated and augmented In sub- 
seiiuent ofBolal reports. It may bo 
noted that the Vancouver Island De- 
velopment Loagii'o had a prototype In 
an organization called the Vancouver 
Island Exploration Committee. It was 
organized in 1865, and at the head of 
It was Dr. Robert Brown. I make a 
few extracts from the report of this 
exploration. Mr. P. J. Leech, after 
whom Leech river is named, says that 
lie found considerable good land on 
tho Nitinat ond a tract' of 1,000 acres 
or excellent land at Sarita. He also 
speaks of 'u large. plain heavily tlm- 
burcd between the Nanalmo and Che- 
ma Inus rivers, and adds, "I have no 
doubt but there is good agricultural 
land In this plain." Dr. Brow went 
from Comox to AlbernI by way of 
Ash Lake. He says: "On this trij) 
wo passed over much timbered land 
lit to be brought Into cultivation and 
a new and easy route for a wagon 
road connecting tho east and west 
coast:! of tlio Island." Dr. Brown was 
greatly Impressed with the valley of 
the Courtenay, which he described as 
likely to be, as It has slnco become, 
a veritable garden spot- •.. ■ 



With the folloivlng extract from Mr. 
William Ralpli's report on the survey 
Of tho western ' lino of the E. & N. 
Railway grant, I concluded what ofli- 
clal information I have as yet boon 
able to obtain concerning tho agricul- 
tural resources of tho Island. More 
may be available, and if so I shall use 
It later. Mr. Ralph, speaking of tho 
view from an elevation near Buttles 
Lake says he saw a level country ly- 
ing towards Seymour' Narrows.t.Camp- 
bell River, Capo' Mudfeev' and f.itJombx. 
He alsoinQtes "a. oontiiiudtis Idw pass 
across €Varicbuv;fer';.l8!anfl,' from the 
inoutlitoitiCampbell river' to the waters 
of Nootka Sound by Elk river, 
branch of tho Campbell."

Glasgow, Mnr. !). — It seems to bo 
taken for granted in London that the 
Clyde Trust will provide the greater 
dry-docking aeconimodation called for 
by the Increased dlrneii.Miuns of both 
war and mereaiitlle ship.s. The ship- 
building industry will sulTor greatly 
IC a Dreadnought dock Ih not providinl 
In the immediate future. The provi- 
sion of sucli a c(.invenience at Govan, 
Renfrew, would nec<:.H.s,'irlIy entail 
a further doopeiilng and widening of 
the navigable channel, and a popular 
vU^w locally apiii'urs to )je that this 
expenditure is niueh more tlian tho 
Khipbulldlng Inilu.stry has a right to 
e.Npect. Experts do not look at the 
matter in that liglit. \Vhat they pro- 
fess to see is that If Glangow does not 
keep pace with tho liner p'orts of the 
world — provide docks, deep water, and 
all tho otlier facilities of an up-to- 
date port — It will lo.se, tlie more im- 
portant of the shlpjilng It already has.

It It does that, 
and tho accommodation on tho Clyde 
Is Inadeauato, its business Is bound to 
concentrate at Liverpool. Further, It 
ma.v be that tho Anchor Line's com- 
paratively slow development of the 
New Xork liners in tho direction of 
size Is duo to limitations Imposed by 
Glasgow Harbor.-' Tho fact that it lias 
always' had' a beat or boats In its 
'fleet right. up to itho maximum of tho 
river's accommodation is suggestive. 

It Is probably sHU true that tho 
biggest Ellernuin-Clty liners and the 
biggest Holt boat.s cannot be comfort- 
.ably worked at Glasgow. There are 
scores of Intermediate vessels at any 
rate of which this might bo said, and 
the nuriiber Increases every year. In- 
stead therefore of it being a case of 
providing docks and improving tlie 
navigable channel for the benefit of 
slili)bulldors it is a shii>plng (luestion 
of vital importance to the port. Soon- 
er or later the local companies will 
have to light the bigger, beamier, and 
deeper .ihlps based on other ports, and 
the Clyde Trust can hardly escape tho 
obligation to back them up by spirit- 
ed enterprise. 

As to wliere tho new dock should 
be situated tlierc are several opinions, 
tho majority of wlilcli, however, Ig- 
n(n-e the fact that the Ideal position of 
such a convenience would be as close 
as possible to the greatest ship re- 
pairing facillUea. For instance, a 
good place for a large graving dock 
im the Clyde %vould bo somewhere be- 
tween Bowling and Newark Castle, 
hut obviously the labor costs and tho 
transport of material would be much 
lieavler for a Job done there than they 
would be for a job done either o.t 
Govan or Ilontrew. That may look 
like a shli)buiidlng argument, but it Is 
not because the shipowner who paid 
for the repair would bo the gainer or 
loser. Between Govan and Renfrov/ 
there is not much to choose, but what 
there 'is favors Govan. Greenock's 
claim seems to be hopeless, chiefly be- 
cause the Tall of tho Bank Is be- 
yond the area of thp Clyde Trust's 
authority.. The Admiralty has no mon- 
ey for a largo ^ock at Qreeriock or 
anywhere on th^ Clyde. A Dread- 
nought dock on the rlyer would be a 
convenience to its shlpB, but it already 
has air the, dry, , docks It considers 
strategically necessary on tho West 
Coast. The fact is that tho Clyde is 
In greater need of this convenience 
than anybody else, and If the Clyde 
does not provide It nobody will. 

rherc Is a confident, though Indef- 
inite, belief In Industrial circles hero 
that tho langtheiied pqrlod of trade de- 
pression is< now nearlng an end, and 
that as tlio year progresses there tviU 
be a gradual but steady iiftprovement 
in all the Industries on which 'the West 
of Scotland chlieifly depends. This be- 
lief may to some extent be the result 
simply of the view that tho pendulum 
of trade is..nbW due to swing the 
other wa.yf but such an Impression will 
itself help to bring about the Improve- 
ment, In so far as It will encourage 
the Investment of . capital and so as- 
sist in the' realization of the position 
to which" It looks , forward. A good 
deali^of the' optimism .which undoubted- 
ly prbvaife' may,'' however, be traced 
to n'oro tangible sources. The har- 
vests of the world have more Influ- 
cuce than anything else on industrial 
conditions generally, and that an Im- 
provement In trade Is at present an- 
ticipated may bo traced largely to the 
wheat crops of tho various countries. 

Another fact Which cannot bo over- 
looked Is that there is an unusually 
largo apiount of capital lying unpro- 
ductive, and that this capital is avail- 
able for till kinds of industrial In- 
vestments. It Is indeed iirolmble that 
tlio present apparently upward move- 
fnont In trade and market conditions 
is largely the result of this capital 
seeking for outlets, In the Ann be- 
lief that money Invopted now In Indus- 
trial concerns will bring In good re- 
turns in tho near future. In the ship- 
ping trade It la true that general car- 
go freights remain' at a level, much 
too low to be remundratlvo, but' "tho

fact that comparatively few steamers 
are laid up on the West Coast of 
Scotland shows tiiat owners do not 
despair of an early revival. On the 
Tyne there have been, for some time a 
great many idle vessels, but the con- 
tract for supplying the Russian Mar- 
ine authorities has been placed on tho 
North East Const, and with thfs and 
and the opening of the Baltic season 
generally and of tho spring and sum- 
mer trade with Continental ports tho 
Hat Will be reUuced considerably. It 
must also 'bfl ' noted that tho export 
trade in coal ,from the Clyde kept up 
remarkably well all through 1008 and 
promises well for this year, and that 
ther.e are 'signs of an Improvement In 
tho imports of ore. Thorfe latter are no 
doubt the result- of prospects of in- 
creased activity In ■the Iron and steel 
works of Lanarkshire,^ which again. are 
looking forward to increaspd orders 
from the shipbuilders, .who In turn 
are looking towards the shipowners. 

During the past few weeks there 
have been quite a number of Indica- 
tions that tlie loading owners of 
steamship linos — as distinguished from 
"tramp" owners — are coming to the 
conclusion that the period of depres- 
sion Is Hearing an end. Sir Christo-. 
pher Furness's contracts for a score 
of steamers wore looked on as to a 
certain extent a sacrlllco on tho altar 
of his copartnery scheme, but It Is ad- 
mitted all round that ho Is much too 
shrewd a . man to order new tonnage 
slmiily because- the contracts are ne- 
cessary to ensure a fair trial' for this 
scheme and without a fair assurance 
that there, will . be profitable employ- 
ment for the vessels" when they are 
built. Sir Alfred. Jones, ^another man 
who has his 'finger on the pulse, of the 
world's trade, has also been placing 
orders recently, and Sir- Donald • Cur- 
rle has ordered two vessels jfrom -the 
Clyde and one from Belfast. 

It was stated some time ago unof- 
flclally that the Unlon-Castlo lino 
would order new vessels just as soon 
as' tlie prospects on the South African 
service began to Improve, -and 'now 
that the orders have been placed it 
is fair to assurno that th^- managers 
of the company consider tHat the' dull; 
times are passing away. In the ser-i^ 
vice to Australia and the . Far "Eiast- 
trade has all along been nialritairiihg 
very^ well, and^shbws ho'slgiis of fall- 
ing oft, but on th,& North' Atlantic, 
although, the' emigrant, season' is like- 
ly to bo' much better than' 'that ■ of. 
IBO.S, there are no signs of that gen-, 
oral improvement which would', Jus- 
tify any of the lines In ordering new 
torfnago. AVlien tho Anchor Line or- 
dered their fourth express steamer — 
for which they have tho designs ready 
— this will be an Indication tliat In 
their opinion the turn has come. 
Meantime there is much lower ton- 
nage on hand on tho Clyde than tho 
normal, but If the (niestion of engin- 
eers' wages Is amicably settled tliero 
should bo a great deal more work In 
tho yards and engine-shops than dur- 
ing 1008. 

In the steel industry optimism Is 
undoubtedly the feeling of the hour, 
though to place a date for the oi)en- 
Ing of tho long-wished-for revival of 
trade seems beyond the wit of the 
steelmakers. A change In tlie for- 
tunes of the Industry, It Is pointed out, 
may come at any time; tho feeling' 
that It Is soon duo gains ground dally, 
and the new year opens' certainly no 
worse for the works In Scotland, The

JUDGMENT DELIVERED 
IN DUNSMUIRrOTTER 



Twenty-Two Hundred Dollars 
Salvage Awarded .By. Ad- 
•= 'imiralty ^ourt' / 



In the admiralty court yesterday 
Mr. Justice Martin handed down ''his 
judgment In the case of Dunsniuir vs. 
Otter^ an Important salvage case, tho 
result of which has been awaited with 
interest by . tho. local seafaring com- 
munity. His liordshlp gives judgment 
for $2,200 and costs, and for tho pur-, 
pose of making tho award, the Ottei; 
is valued at $30,000, the amount for; 
which she is ensured. The full 'facts 
are set out In a lengthy and carefully 
considered Judgment' which Is repro-' 
ducod In full. ' ' 

This Is a claim for salvage services 
rendered by the tufr Pilot (136 feet 
long) to the steam freighter Otter (232 
tons, net) on tho morning of tho 27th 
of September, li)07, at which time, 
about liaif past one or two, tho Pilot, 
on her way from Nanaimo to Victoria, 
slglited the Otter aground on Danger 
Reef, at the northerly end of Tlieti.s 
Island, and about seven and a hall' 
miles, by ship's course, from Ijady- 
smith. The Otter was laden with a 
full cargo of'29J tons of coal, and 
about ten feet of her forefoot wi>r.j oa 
the rock, with her stern in deep water, 
and the water from the leaks rose so 
high In her engine room tliat it put out 
the Ilres. The night was calm but dark 
and misty, and the sea smooth; tho 
tide had begun to How shortly before 
the l^llot arrived, but it was loo dark 
to do anything except to take in a .slx- 
incli lino which the Otter passed to 
her, and anchor, after putting tlio 
stern of the Pilot as near the s(,orn 
of tho Otter as possible. The vessels 
were kept in that position till day- 
light, just before six o'clock, when, af- 
ter the tide had risen considerably, tho 
Pilot began to pull straight ahead on 
the hawser at half speed, and after 
doing so for about a quarter of an 
hour, more or less, the Otter came off, 
and the master of the Pilot Immediate- 
ly cut the Otter's hawser, so .as to lose 
no time, backed up to the Otter and 
made fast to her with tho Pilot's 
hawser and started to tow her to 
Ladysmith under forced draught, and 
did succeed in bringing her u]) along- 
side the city wharf at that place at a 
quarter to eight, where, afler being 
tied to the wharf, she was in a posi- 
tion of acknowledged safely because 
tho water was so shallow tiiat she 
could not sink much lower, even if she 
lllled' (as her master admits, p. 51) 
there being only IS to 1!) feet of water 
at that wharf at high tide. During thhi 
run, the chief engineer of the Otter 
admits that she sank lower in the wa- 
ter by four or five' inches, and when 
she reached Ladysmith there were be- 
tween 7 and 8 feet of water in tho 
cnginoroom.. .'- 

After thus accomplishing her object, 
the Pilot loft tho Otter, and the mas- 
ter of tho latter pijt a sail over her 
bows to stop tho leak' as ■Nvell as pos- 
sible, and about half an hour later tho 
steamer Trader came » alongside and 
began to siphon out tho Otter and un- 
load her cargo, and thoufch the Otter 
■was rising in tho water wa tin; r'.-sult

of tho Trader's operations, .yet about 
an hour later- a. sniallvsteamboat, tho 
Stetson (17 tons) 'also ^v.as engaged 
to assist in- and oxpe^lto. .the' work, by 
means of her siphon. Still liater, about 
6.30 the 8ani>^ evening, a third steamer, 
tho Salvor (561. tons), which is always 
kept ready fp'r salvage purposes and 
equipped with a salvage plant, arrived 
from Elsquimalt, and put a largo pump 
to work -with' the result that tho Otter 
was pumped dry next morning at 
eleven o'clock. 

Since the trial I have 'carefully re- 
read and re-considered all the evi- 
dence, and I am satisfied, Avlthoul here 
entering into particulars, that tho 
matter must be dealt witli by mc on 
the assumption that had not the Pilot 
given tho Otter the assistance She did, 
the latter v/ould have sunk in deep 
water. It Is true that as the Pilot was 
towing the Otter to Ladysmlth she 
mot tho Stetson, v^lth a scow, about 
two miles from Danger Beef, on the 
way to the Otter's assistance, In re- 
sponse ,to a request sent by a boat 
from the Otter, btlt 1 am clearly of 
opinion that the Otter was, In view of 
all tho cli-curostances in such a dnn- 
gerous. position that her Master pur- 
sued tn'e only proper course In trust- 
ing himself to the Pilot and making 
tlie attempt,- successful as it turned 
out, to reach Ladysmlth. It then re- 
mains to be decided, what is tho pro- 
per amount to be awarded to the Pilot 
for her valuable services. So far as 
the other vessels are concerned, they 
have already been settled wdth by the 
Otter's owners before this action was 
begun as follows: Trader, $600; Stet- 
son, $400; Salvor, $1,500. But I can 
derive practically no assistance from 
that settlement because, in the first 
place, this court had nothing to do 
with it, and in the second place, I 
think it was wrong In principle, for 
the services rendered by tho Stetson 
and Salvor, however valuable they 
may have been, clearly do not pro- 
perly partake of tho nature of salvage 
nt all, \vhatever may be said of those 
of tlio Trader, into which It m.ay bo 
possible that some element of salvage 
may enter, though It Is not necessary 
to deckle the point. Therefore, ! shall 
proceed to make my award without 
regard to tho said unsatl.sfactory set- 
tlement and apportionment, and deal 
with the Pilot's claim on Its own nier- 
Itfi without reference to others. Now, 
while the services she rendered were 
without those specially meritorious 
features of saving human life, or dnn- 
R-er to herself or crow, yot they were 
as skilfully conducted as the nature of 
tho case permitted of, and valuable, 
and are entitled . (o corresponding re- 
cognition, even though they were of 
short duration. I iim informed that 
the Otter's owners tendered the sum 
of $l,r.00 In sali.sr;u'tion of said ,'ior- 



vlces, but in my opinion that sum is 
not aufliciont and should be Increased 
by $700, making tho award amount to 
■$-',200, for which su.m let Judgment be 
entered, the costs following tho event. 

In arriving at this conclusion I have 
taken into consideration tlie Value of 
the ship which ■was fixed by tho Reg- 
istrar, under order of refcroiice, at 
$18,346.94, and the cargo, "92 tons of 
coal, at $3.50, $1,022, In all ship and 
cargo valued at $19,386.94. Objection 
is taken to tho fact that in arriving 
at tho value of tho Otter the Registrar 
In his report allowed a yearly depreci- 
ation of seven per cent. Now, ■vyhat- 
over may bo said of tho allowance of 
such a depreciation In tho case of 
wooden vessels on this coast aa a rule. 
It must always very largely depend 
upon the manner in which the vessel 
was originally constructed and the 
care she 'has subseque'htly received, In 
the case of the Otter I do not think 
Huoh' a-ruje could be fairly applied. 
•She is, according to the evidence, a 
better bulll: ■fehip .tlittn the' average and 
has been well cared for and nialntaln- 
cd. She cost in 1900 $41,128, and at 
tho time of the accident, I am satisfied 
by the evidence as a whole, that for 
the purposes of this award her value 
must be taken to be at least $30,000, 
even after giving due, but not unrea- 
sonable weight to the evidence on be- 
lialf of her owner.-) that she Is a vessel 
of a type which Is not so profitable, 
under existing conditions, to operate 
on this coast as others of more recent 
construction, which fact would, of 
course, affect her market value. The 
further fact that she Is Insured for six 
thousand pounds is a useful suidc to 
her owners' opinion. Taking this view 
It la not necessary to consider tlie 
other objections to the Registrar's re- 
port.

Judgment 'Given Against Sikhs 
For Two Hundred Dollars 
Damages 



Boota Singh received another jolt 

at the hands of cruel fortune yester- 
day morning, -when Mr. .Tustico Irving 
gave judgment against him for .$200 
and costs in an action for mallci.ous 
prosecution. Last week he was sen- 
tenced to a month in Jail for asasult, 
and he appears no longer to bo an 
object of fear to his compatriots. 

When the case came on for argu- 
ment yesterday his lordship Informed 
Mr. Peters that he did not want argu- 
ment on tho ptjlnt as to whether tho 
plaintiffs were entitled to sue for 
damages without having first laid a 
criminal information. It was clear that 
they wero so entitled, although the 
point was a nice one. On tho ques- 
tion of damages, Mr. Peters said that 
ho was not asi-cing for vindictive dam- 
ages, but his clients were out of 
pocket $06 on account of tho ]irose- 
cution bi-ought against them by Boota 
Singh, and had also been in jail from 
Saturday till Monday before they had 
been able to get ball. In these cir- 
cumstances counsel thought that $200 
wa.s noe -.an>i excessive . demando His 
lordship 'thought the: ' amount" quite 
reasonable and gave Judgment 'accord-- 
Ingly. 

Before doing so, Boota Singh was 
a^ikod what ho had to say, whereupon 
lie made a rambling statement about 
not having brought the various suits 
with which ho has been associated 
with bad intentions. lie also said that 
Mr. Peters had offered to stittle for 
$100. Tho iattor explained that the 
offer was made without prejudice, al- 
though Bopta doubt^less did not under- 
stand that. The Reason for the offer 
wa's that Boota found himself without 
council and deserted by his Interpre- 
ter, so counsel had taken compassion 
on him and offered him a chanco to 
get off cheaply. Ho had declined to 
■■ivail lilniself of it. 

.Tudge Irving told Boota, through the 
interpreter, that he did not believe the 
testimony he had given, and the tail, 
disreputable looking SlUh was led 
back to Jail with a most disconsolate 
air. 

It is believed by those most in touch 
With the local Hindu colony that the 
outcome of this case will have a most 
salutary effect in cheohfng the flood 
of- litigation accompanied by compli- 
cated perjury with which the Hindus 
have taken up so much of the time of 
the courts during the past year. There 
have been unquestionably a. number 
of false charges laid In tho courts, but 
on account of tlie fact tiiat the Hindus 
do not generally speak Kngllsh well 
enough to b(^ cross-examined, It has 
usually proved to he exceedingl.v dif- 
ficult for the court to arrive at a 
satisfactory conclusion.

HERE AND THERE 

.■\ lady wlin wanted to.l)u>' a volume 
of poems and found dit'llculty • In pro- 
cuirlnK a cheap copy was told ))V the 
dealers ,thal there was very little de- 
inmul in . tills city for books of poetry. 
If this is. true It .ia a mIsforLuno. Pcr- 
liai)S none of us read as much poetry 
as we should like our acquaintances 
to believe.' that \yiB.,ao;-;'Not jmany, per- 
haps, woiUd like to confess Ixov.- often 
when a play of Shakespeare •comes to 
the city, they are obliged either to seek 
out a lonsr disused copy of that 'groat 
author's works or go to the theatre 
without that knowledge of the lines 
wlilcli so greatly adds to the enjoyment 
of even the best acting. 

There are autbors, Browning for ex- 
ample, about whom when thoy come 
up for discussion between ardent ad- 
mirers or clover critics, it Is wise for 
most of us to preserve a judicious sil- 
ence. But It ia none the. less true that 
tliore is much poetry that is qulto- with- 
in the. comprehension, of . any . intelli- 
gent woman and for which we ought 
to cultivate an appreciation -if wc do 
not alreadi- feel It. 

Of all refining inlluonces perhaps 
none is greater tljan poetry. And in 
our day there l.s great clanger among 
all classes of women of vuigurlly. 
There is a way of looking at life and 
Its problems witliout .seeing- in tljciii 
what is noble and beautful. Th.at tlila 
l.s reflected in our si)eeeli there is only 
too much evidence. It is in poetry 
that we linU, not only tlie most beauti- 
ful tliouglUs but the most l)eautlful 
words. No one who umlces a book of 
poetry a companion can lielp showing, 
even in ti e most commoiilaee conver- 
sation a choice of langu.-ige far super- 
ior to those, even though they aro 
more highly educated who have no 
tuste for poetry.

That there are verj' few who have 
not niiturally a. love of verse is shown 
by the' children. Almost as soon as a 
ohiia can spealt It dellshts In hearing 
rhymes and the pages in every school 
book which are most dellgently road 
are those which eontain verses. There 
Is something in the music of the words 
whicli appeals unconsciously to tlio 
cliild's ear. This is true, too, of musi- 
cal prose. I'^or the ordinary little girl 
or boy no lesson Is so ([uickly or so 
willingly leiirned as what children used 
to call "recitations,' but wiiicli in tlio.s(! 
days is more frequently Icnown an 
memorization. It would be ciulte i)os- 
slbie during eiglit years or more which 
boys and girln spend In school to store 
their memories with lioautiful verse 
and that without the loss of tlnte need- 
ed for the acquirements of other 
knowledge. These i)0(!mK would, un- 
like so many of tlio tasks over wblcli 
children labor, become a jiart of thotn- 
selves and even it the form should bo 
forgott(.'U the substance r(,'mains. 

When It is remembered that many 
women must, in the nature of things 
read but little when household carea 
demand the greater part of their time 
and attention the value ot this prac- 
tice of commlttrng to memory the 
slmplec. poems . In.. our laii^uage will 
appo^.-. Hpw . often,, lo . the -pourad of 
the' tbou'sand and one' mechanical em'-" 
ployments in wliich a woman must en- 
gage, vrlll the thoughts and the words 
flo|t,t liito the -mind- of top' accompanied 
with oW''ana,;dcar asBoqiatlons. 

But it Is not enough thiit we depend 
on our memory for the enjoyment of 
poetry, read or learned in chlldliood 
though tlie experience of life often 
sliows us new beauty in wliat was then 
but dimly understood. To some degrea 
we could all. It we choose, be still 
students. The fragments of Scott or 
Wordsworth or Tennyson wlilcli wo 
studied In school should lead us to 
read the works of at least one author 
through. In this there would not only 
be pleasure but great profit. 

There is one volume whieli contains 
much of the finest poetr.v which is too 
seldom read in these days. Yet tills 
was often the only book familiar to 
our liardworking great grandmothers. 
The i)oetry of David and Isaiah and 
Moses was familiar to them as house- 
hold words. .Simple aiul ignorant as 
many of them were in other respects 
how much of true refinement and dig- 
nity marked their manners. Mneli of 
tills, donljtles.s, was to be traced to 
llieir earni'Kt piety but to tills tho 
spirit of pni try lent a grace too often 
alisent in their more highly educated 
descendants.

That any change in the Prayer Book 
of the Church of Enghmd could be an 
improvement Is something which. thou- 
sand';, perhaps millions, of people 
througlioiit the British empire will be- 
llevi! impossible. Yet this Is not tho 
opinion of the best and wisest of those 
who occupy high \ iiosltiops- In the 
Church of Englahd.' ' A-'ctftrimlttee of 
the Lower HoUse of the Convocation 
of Canterbury was appointed two 
years ago to study the Prayer Book 
with the aim of finding out whether 
any changes, either in the ritual or tlie 
order of service wen- advisable. Tlie 
committee has finislied Its labors and 
brought In a report. The dllileulties of 
coming to a decision are shown by the 
minority report. An abstract of this 
report has lately been i-jublished in tlio 
London Times and tlie report Itself 
may be obtained from the Oxford 
Press, tho Cambridge Press, the S. P 
C. R. and tho National Society for a 
shilling. The -committee, - In submit- 
ting their flndingE[;hay.evdone so in the 
conviction that the Vesults, If they aro 
to stand good, must be submitted to 
the tribunal of the whole Church. 

Td^eaiif^a woma^-"a person" is not 
generally looked upon as a compliment. 
But there arc a number of women In 
England very dealroas'of'tho name, as 
tho following extract shows; 

A woman is not a person. So the 
House of Lords, the ultimate court of 
appeal in Great Britain, decided the 
otlier day in dismissing the appeal ot 
tho women graduates of the Scottish 
universities from the judgment of the 
Scottisli courtH that they were not en- 
titled to vote In the election of those 
members of parliament who repre- 
sent the universities. 

1'vvo women graduates. Miss Mac- 
nilUan and .Miss Slmson, appeared In 
person to argue tho appeal. In dis- 
missing the appeal the chancellor. 
Lord Loreburn, declared that no au- 
thentic and plain case of a woman giv- 
ing a vote had been brought before 
them from ancient records. The disa- 
bility of women had always been taken 
for granted. It was notorious that tho 
right of voting liad been confined to 
men; that was the constant tradition 
and practice from tlie earliest times 
down to his day. 

This decision has Ijrought a swarm 
of indignant hitlers from women to 
everv m-wspai)er office in the United 
Iviiigdnm. "What," they aslc, "are 
wc if we are not persons? Dictlonar- 
i('s de.'^erilH! a 'iierson' as 'a living, 
scir-conseious being, as distinct from 
an animal, thing or i)lace.' " The rid- 
dle Is evidently too much for even 
newspaper editors. 

About Words, 

During the presidential campaign 
si.\iy-four years ago certain 'WliiK 
newspapers published an absurd state- 
ment derogatory to the Democrat le 
candidate for President, James K. 
Polk, under the caption, 'Baron Roor- 
back's Tour Through the \NVstern and 
Houthern States.' The statement was 
easily disproved, and probably did lit- 
tle or no harm to the man it attacked. 
ISver since then, in American political 
Iiarlance, the 'roorback' has been the 
campaign lie, particularly the one ut- 
tered so soon before election as to 
make Its answer a matter ot dllHculty. 

Few languages an; so free from for- 
eign elements as German, In which 
even medical and scientific terms are 
expressed by great polysyllables in- 
stead ot the far more concise Greek 
and Latin forms In current use among 
other nationalities. AL tlu: jn-esent 
time, however, when the Berlin i)ai)erH 
are full of the Austro-Turklsh crisis, 
the word 'bolcottiren' Is freely used. 
In addition to tho German verb, Cap- 
lain Boycott is immortalized in the 
boycottei-' of the French, boycotten' 
of the Dutch and 'boycottlrovat' of the 
Russian. 

As used nowadiiys l).v the newspap- 
ers the word 'Interview' is said to liave 
lieen the invention of .Tosepn, jMcCuI- 
lagli, of St. Louis, and, according to 
th(! Encyclopaedia Brltannlca, it be- 
iNune popular In i^iigland In the early 
DO'S. But it was known before that. 
A writer on the suliject In 'The Xa- 
tion' of 1 Stiff was possibly tho first to 
wAc' the wcn-d In Its present sense of a 
talk -with a rein esentativo Of the press.

Stale cake can b^ made "into a dp.hity 
pudding, and an^ ^ort of cake can bo j 
utilized. Roll out enough to make two 
teacupfuls of crumbs, put tlieni in a 
basin, add just lialf the quantity of 
dry flour, dry and picked currants, 
sultanas, or stoned and ciuartercd rai- 
sins, siilces to taste, and a saltspoon- 
ful each of bicarbonate of s"da and 
salt. Mix In a eup oi; milk, or a little 
more if the ingredients appear dry, 
and a couple of tablespoonfuls of gold- 
en syrup or trade. Pour Into a but- 
tered ba.iln, cover and steam for an 
hour and a half. Serve with sweet 
sauce, flavored with nyrup. 

Do not salt the soup stock till you 
hiive done skimming it, as the suit 
prevents the scum from rising. Add

Deep, Breathing and Lung Trouble. 

A noted physician has said that only 
those who are too lazy to lireath hayo 
consumption. Medical men are gener- 
ally agreed that people who breathe 
full and deep — that is, use their lungs 
to their full capacity — seldom liavo 
this disease. It is also asserted that 
persons stricken with consumption, 
and who begin at once to breathe as 
they should, recover. Breathing, llko 
eating, Is a matter that each individual 
may control. In other words. It is left 
with each ono of ns to say just how 
much or how little of life-giving air 
shall be taken into the lungs, and how 
much of the life and health destroying 
products shall b'e exhaled. For those 
who work'- indoors it 1^ an excellent 
thing to tike a tovi- breathing exer- 
cises in the morning and then again at 
night before retiring. In' both cases the 
exercise should be taken in the open 
air, the lungs being inflated to tliolr 
full capacity. This will not only re- 
duce the danger of lung trouble, but 
tends to prevent stomach trouble as 
well. Be sure to tlyow open the win- 
dows In order that the air you take is 
good, fresh outdoor air. If possible, 
the morning exercises should be taken 
out of doors. 



How to Oil a Floor. 

Oiling a floor will darken the wood; 
if It is an old fioor. It should lie scrub- 
bed clean and let get perfectly dry be- 
fore applying the oil, as oil will not 
soak into wet wood. After the oil is 
apiilled to the boards, quite warm, and 
spread evenly with a broad jialnt 
brush. It should stand for at least a 
half a clay, and sliould then bt: gone 
ov(!r with a woolen clotli, rubbing 
vigorously to force the oil Into the 
wood anil give it a polish, as well as 
to remove aii.v surjiluK left on the 
boai-ds. The reasun why oili'd ilooi-s 
some times prove unsatisfiielorv Is 
that toi) iiiueli oil is a'.iplled. or it is 
apiilled cold or the lleor was not dr.\-, 
or till' affir rubl)ing was omitted nr 
done halr-lieartedb-. Any of thesi- 
metlii'd.M will result in failure. Tin; 
advantages of an oiled lloor eapeoially 
foi- the kitchen and dlnlngi-oeim aro 
that it does not show grease spots, and 
may be cleaned either with coal oil, 
crude petroleum, or soapy water. Tho 
fioor must be new or pcffectly clean 
and. dry, and there must be plenty of 
rubbing to bring out the polish.

"Why. not, It was a free hospital, 
wasn't it; and anyhow I felt I was en- 
titled to go there, for wasn't I paying 
an income tax of ten pounds — tliat's 
lifty dollars — a week on the .C210 I 
was getting a week for my theatrical 
work. Tommy Burns wa.s getting more, 
hut he liad moving pictures. He was j 
getting £2,50 a week. I kind of thought 
the inenme tax was sufllcient to jiay 
for what I got at the hospital. 

"I offered to pay the doctor, but ho 
wouldn't take any money.

ring cluunpion. The nvw .sti'iimor will 
bo larger and Caster and .'ven better 
tlian the Makura, now tlie most pala- 
tial of the passengi'r and freislit 
steamers plying acro.sa the I'acifie. 
All th(^ idans had been prepared be- 
fore tlie iMalvura sailed, and it was ex- 
jieeted that llie contract would be 
gh'cn to Stepliens it Sons, a member 
o.f, which firm arrived from Duncilin 
ii^ter conferring with the oiliciala of 
the Union steamslilp company. Tlils 
ilrm, located at Liinthouse, on the 
qiyde, built the Makura. 
("if the increased subsidy sought by 
Sir James Mills, who has returned to 
New Zealand, for the Canadlan-AuB- 
ti-alian line is given, tnaking an ad- 
vanee of the total subsidy given by 
Canada, Australia and Fiji from $31:5,- 
UUO to $425,000, still another steamer 
of tile Makura class will bo secured. 
Tliese steamers, capable o£ maintain- 
ing a working sjjeed of sixteen Knots 
and reducing the sclieduled time from 
2" 1-2 to 21 1-2 days, would replace 
the Aorangi and Jloaria, tlie Aorangi 
being taken ott lirst. The olliclula of 
the Union steamship company are 
confident that the jjroposal for the 
improved mull service will be adopted. 
The company is an.xious to provide a, 
better class of steamers, and to' sbor- 
tfsn the time of journey, but this- ne- 
cessitates an increased subsidy. 
VjUnder the existinEr contract, which 
expires on July 31, the total subsidy 
paid to the company is .£66,000 a year, 
of which Australia contributes over

JAPANESE CRUISERS 
BOUND TO ESQUIMALT 

Armored Cruisers Aso and 
Soya ieft Y.okQSuka.,.Mon- 
day to Cross Pacific 



The Japanese armored cruisers Aso 
and Soya which are coming to Vic- 
toria and Seattle via Honolulu and 
San Francisco to be present at Seattle 
during tho Alaska- Yukon-Pacific ex- 
postlon in June, left Yokosuka naval 
yard on Monday, according to private 
advices received by local -Japanese. 

Both the Aso and tho Soya were 
formerly Russian 'war vessels sent to 
the bottom during tlie war With Japan 
and afterward relloated and added to 
the Japanese navy. The ASO was for- 
merly the Bayan, built at La Seyne in 
1900. She was sunk by the Japanesi' 
at Port Arthur. The ship is 7,000 
tons displacement and carries two 
eight-Inch .guns in her main battery. 
She made 22 knots an hour on lier 
trial trip. 

7!hc Soya was formcjrly the "Variag 
and was sunk with the cruiser Korltz 
at Chemulpo, Korea, on tho llrst day 
of the war. She is of 6,000 tons dis- 
placement with a trial speed of 24.0 
knots and carries 12 six-inch guns in 
her main battery.

WRECK SPECULATORS 

ARE DISAPPOINTED 



Remains of Steamer .^eon Reported to 
Have Gone From Reef at Christ- 
mas Island 

If the report from Honolulu that tho 
wreck of tho British steamer Aeon has 
dlsapppared , from Chrl$tn]as Inland is 
true, P. Duffy, a San Pranclisco fruit 
Importer and Frank Coffee of Sydney, 
who bought tho wreck, intending to 
form a company to salve the vessel 
will find iheir venture not so profit- 
able as they anticipated. Tho specu- 
lators, bought tho wreck at a low price 
and anticipated earning a largo sum 
on tlieir Investment. The story from 
Honolulu is that a cablegram has been 
received there to tho effect that the 
■i\reck is gone, from the reef and i.s 
supposed to have been pillaged and 
d.\'nanilted. 

Tho s.ile of the wrecked Aeon as 
she lay on the reef at ChriHtmas Is- 
land was made during h^cbruary by 
?>IeKsr.s. Hogg, Robinson Co., Lloyti's 
agents of .S.N-dney, The vessel was 
vi.slti'd in IJeccmbcr and found in as 
giioil condition as the daj- she struclc 
tlie reef. Tile hull was Insured for 
.?! '.10,000, and the value of the general 
cargo on board was put down at $160,- 
000, in addition to this being 2,250,000 
feet of Californlan redwood valued at 
500,000. 

(.'apt. Downie and chief Ofllcer 
'J'honias, on the steamer Century, who 
remained with tho wrecked Aeon until 
rescued In September by the steamer 
Manuka, both considered there were 
good chances of salving the wreck. 

The Aeon was a British freight 
steamer, which left San Francisco on 
July « with a cargo for the Antipodes 
and with members of tlie families of 
several officers of the Atlantic battle- 
ship fleet, who cxiiecteil to meet tlie 
fleet In Australia. Nothing w.is Inward 
of the vessel until late in Soiiteniber, 
when a cablegram was received from 
Fanning Island that tho steamer 
stranded on Christmas Island, The 
passengers and crew were taken off 
the Island, after having boon there for 
two months. 



HEROIC INCIDENTS OF 
*PENGUIN^ DISASTER 



Makura Brought Details of a 
Steamship Wreck hwolving 
Heavy Loss of Life. 



Sevenl.v lives were lost when the 
steamer Penguin drove on -Tom's rook, 
near Capo Teriiwhiti, New Zoakuid, 
and iluuiy heroic incidents relieved tho 
disaster of February last, many par- 
ticulars of which were cabled, accord- 
In.g to advaces brouglit by tlu; steamer 
Jlakiira of Canadian-Australian line, 
■which reached poi-t yesterday morn- 
ing. Details of the disaster readied 
Sydney tho day the Makura sailed. 
Only ono woman was saved, and she 
was bereft of her husband and five 
children in the disaster. There was 
no panic, the -women , actlnsf nobly 
though death seemed 'certain. Life- 
belts were served out immediately nf- 
ter the crash, then as the llrst boat 
swung from the davits the women and 
children were loaded In It, with tho 
second <?ngilieer iind four seamen. It 
smashed as il reached . the water 
against the steamer's side, and all 
I).;rlshed. .\s the second boat witli 
the reauiining wcjuii'ii andVhildriMi was 
jHit out the falls jiurt-d, and tlie boat 
went down liead llrst, few escaping 
being tlirowii out. .Mrs. llannan and 
her baby and two seamen alone clung 
to the swinging Ixiat, whicii soon broke 
away, anil in the morning was found 
on the beach iiiislde down, with Mrs. 
JIannan, tlie only surviving woman, 
fast under the seats with tho corpse 
of her baby lashed at her side. Most 
of the boats .were brolten, and as the 
rtifts were pushed over, tho boilers 
exploded. Most of the -twonty-sovon 
survivors escaped on the rafts, being 
washed ashore amongst the litter of 
corpses, ■ clothing, wrecltage, tangled 
cordage, 'broken boats, etc., whicli 
strewed the rockbound coast at dawn. 

The terrible experience of tho sole 
woman survivor of the disaster was 
told to a Wellington reporter. Mrs. 
Hannan said: "My -ivord; that stew- 
ardess was a brave woman! She did 
all she could for us, and was so qulot 
and calm. When I and my five chil- 
dren were put in the beat jny husband 
said 'Goodbye' to us all. When tho 
davit falls carried away my children, 
except baby, fell into the sea. 'Oh, 
Mummy, save me!' I hoard one cry; 
but, God help me, what could I do? 

"I tied tho baby to one of the seats 
and away we went In the leaking boat 
into the darkness and foaming sea. 
The sailors did" all they could, and 
baled <Sut for dear life.' Then came 
the roaring noise of the waves on tlio 
beach. I don't know quite what fol- 
lowed. One great sea struck the boat 
on tho side, and turned it clean over. 
I was right underneath, and with the 
boy Matthews clung on to the seat. We 
were really .Inriprljone^'-yhljkr tho wa- 
ter. !lt sQoms .ta', ano.,.now .:'jt3uit we 
floated for hours. ■ 

"At last we -were washed up — still 
under tlie boat. We could not get out 
the -boat bein.g too lieavy to lift. At 
last the lad fainted. I tried to' scratch 
tho slilngle awti.v, but was so cold and 
wet that I could not make a hole big 
enough for a baby. Then I, too, must 
have fainted. I remember nothing un- 
til tho slieplierds lifted tlie boat ni' 
and carried me here. Baby was dead. 
He was all I had left In tiie world." 

Mrs. Hannan's husband was an in- 
valid and was proceeding with her and 
tho children to Botorua. 

The men on one -of the rafts say that 
Capt. Naylor made a gallant effort to. 
save a passenger named Woodward. 
This unfortunate man had one of his 
hands torn off at the wrist. It was 
hanging by two sinews at tho base of 
tho thumb. Capt. Naylor was seen by 
tlio man on the raft keeping Wood- 
ward, afloat on one of the wrecked 
lioats. to which he swam after lieiiig 
thrown from tho lirldge. Tliey saw 
liim pull off his shirt and bind Wood- 
ward's bleeding arm, and tiien p.ass a. 
ro])e around ills liody. They almost 
reached thi? Ijcich together, but AVood- 
ward, weakened by the loss of blood, 
disapjieared in the surf. ;"apt. Xaylor 
landed on the Ijroken Vioat alone. 

The purser was .alongside tlie mate 
when the steamer began to make the 
llnal plunge, ijoard the chief mate 
shout. "It's all up now! We must 
sink or swim." 

Jumping over the rail, Th-omp.son 
estimates that he -went down about 
fifteen feet. On reaching the surface 
ho threw out his hands and grasped 
something. It was a raft on which 
ten people had taken refuge, and they 
pulled him up, 

'•'We spent about three hours on that 
raft," says Thompson. '"I'hree times 
it turned turtle !ibsolutely, lint wo 
inanagefl to clamber liaok. Once I 
found uiyselr bobbing alioiit under- 
neath it; but I got clear, and have a 
faint recollection of being dragged 
hack again. Three limes during that 
trlj) I wi'Ut throiigli the sensation of 
driiwning in retrospect. It is horrible. 
At last we .juiiiped for it. ;uid strug- 
gled Ihrougli the surf, and (iver the 
rocks to the bc'ach, almost par;ilyzed 
Avitli cold. 

-.Inst as I sprang into tlie w.-iter find 
.IS the Penguin was disniini'.-iring," 
said Tliomps(Ui, "I saw tile clilrf en- 
gineer casting ;i, g.'ingway adrift. -Il 
may be useful to semi' poor souls,' he 
said. I never saw him tigaln."

GREAT BRITAIN 

A'N'N' EXES A'N ISLAND 

Oeno in Pnumoto Group Added to Lit- 
tle Patches of Red in South 

Pacific 



News was brought by the steamer 
Makura of the aiiuexalion of tJeno 
Island, in the Paumuto or Low Arclii- 
pelago, by Great BrlUln, much to tho 
displeasure of the French, who COUr 
sidered the Island In the sphere of 
Krencli influence. B. T. Simons, Brit- 
ish -consul at Tahiti, nnncxed tho 
Island, whether acting und(M- author- 
ity of the British government did not 
transpire. Ocno Island wa.s discovered 
by wiialors. It is very low and dan- 
gerous, ,a reef surrounding the lagoon, 
this being the scene ot the total 
wreck of the American clipper Wild- 
wave, ill ISuS. The annexation is 
probablv due to the richness of Its 
guano deposits. French papers pub-i 
lislied at Taliiii complain bitterly of 
the annexation. 

A notification in the official gazotto 
published in Tahiti, signed by tho 
British consul, and countersigned by 
the French governor, warns tho pub- 
lic that Henderson or Elizabeth Island, 
Ducle Island, and Oeno Island— all 
British possessions— have been leased, 
and that In consequence no ono will 
bo permitted to land there without au- 
thority from the British consulate. 

In the courfie ^df "an- article on tiio 
subject'. La France -Australe, published 
In Noumea, facetiously suggests that 
CUpp.ertbn and Ocno Islands having 
been annexed, the Brltisli may next

IMPENDING TROUBLE 

IN FIJIAN GROUP 



Makura Brought News That Sedition 
Among Hindu Coolies is Cre- 
ating Alarm 



According to advices brought by 
the Makura an uprising "of the Hindu 
coolies in J-^iji is feared. Alarm has 
been cn-ated by tlu^ discovery of plans 
of Hindu leaders to organi/.e ti revolu- 
tion. Tiio Indian coolies, numbering 
some 30,000, wei-c stated to be in a 
state of discontent, and tho discovery 
of some contr.uband arms and a con- 
siderable amount of seditious lltcra- 
turo among tho Indians, mostly 
brought by fresh arrivals from India, 
has caused . considerable alarm. Suva 
newspapers receK'ed by the Makura 
discountenance, tho reports. Thoro 
has been no disturbances of a serious 
character up to tho time tho steamer 
left the Lslands. In the event of 
trouble tlie 3,000 white population 
would probalily have the assistance of 
tlie 110,000 FlJIans, who would remain 
loyal. 

The coolie Immigration into the Fiji- 
an grouji Is considerable. The San- 
gola, which arrived tliero last nionth, 
brought 1,1 SS from Calcutta and 
Madras, 1,151 coming under tho In- 
denture clause, and , seven traveling by 
.'ipeclal arrangement. The vessel was 
to return to Calcutta with over 500 
timo-explrcd coolies, and then come 
hack to the islands with a further 
contingent.' The coolies are Indentured 
for a period of five years, and at tho 
end of that time It is optional with 
fhem wlietlier they remain in Fiji or 
return to India. Tills system accounts 
for the present population of 30,000 
coolhs In the group. The Fijians 
nunilier scmie 00,000, .-ind the resident 
whites about 3,1100. 'J'lie FlJians ^voul(l 
U'itliout doubt, ill the e\-ctit of a rl.slng 
Miiloiig the coolies, remain loyal ti> 
the (.irown. and assist in quelling tho 
trouble speedily, and it is believed 
effectively. 

When tho last census was ttikcn it 
was found that In tlie whole group the 
I'^iropean population amounted to 
l.'.«7,'>, whlcli Includi'd 1,007 males; the 
hair-c;ist(>s numbered. 1,(119; I'(dyiie- 
slan.-), 2,017; and Fijians, Si;,810. As 
against this, tlie Indian coolie popii- 
lalioii amounted .to. 20.1)02. In tlie face 
of figures like tliesa it was argued 
that the Fijian natives would bo likely 
to take tho part of the whites should 
:iny Indian rising occur. 

Many coolloa brQ employed on tho 
sugar plantations, ■ but these planta- 
tions are, n.ot. hfbelps^ly. unprotected. 
They are, mostlyjOn the largest island 
in tiio group. 'In-'thc event of a rising 
tlie natlvfl armod constabulary would 
be ordered out. Any trouble on the 
plantation on tho sec.ond largest island 
ivould be more difficult to sii5.idiit>; 
but it is stated lliat there are iiot 
many of tlio' type 6C Indians there that 
would give any.iJcause - for - apprehen- 
sion. • ' ' ■"" '". ■

ments Not Serious 



Calcutta, .Mar. 9. — Tliore Is no neces- 
sity to jump to the liasty conclusion 
tliat a fresh /Vuarchlst consplriiey lias 
been Ulscovrreil In the two Bengals be- 
cause the Governmont hns suddenly de- 
ported nine persons of some standing In 
tlioso provinces. Tho ranilf ioatlons of 
Uie original plot disclosed to tin; puh- 
llce wlion llie Manlcktollah Garden was 
raided woro undoubtedly oxterisivo, and 
It has taken time to trace tliein out. The 
(U-ganl7.ed 'nxly which coMtrolled the 
ojieratlons was aroken up by the, action 
of tho police, and since then tho An- 
archist plotting has boon cttrrled on by 
Buiall groups, and oven by individuals. 
Concerted action on a largo scale Is no 
longer possible, and the dread of the 
Informer has kei)t all but the most 
desperate spirits In check. 

There was, howovor. Kood reason to 
boUevo that outside the small circles 
containing Anarchists who did not 
Shrink from nmrderous crime were cer- 
tain sympathizers with the general 
movement, though they were not pre- 
pared to go to extreme lengths. In 
other words, they wero abetting treason 
and giving support to a conspiracy 
whicii is still smoldering. .Some cou- 
twnted tliomselvos with violent .speeches, 
others took the conduct of dangerous 
Karnltls, or associations, ond others saw 
to the circulation of seditious news 
sheets and pamphlets. Jlonoy is re- 
ported to be mysteriously forthcomln.g 
from secret sources. apart from the 
funds derived from the dacoltles direct- 
ed '3y tho Samltls. In now resorting to 
tlie Act of 1818 the authorities have act- 
ed undoubtedly on /Information which 
showed ■ that tho persons deported were 
concerned, cither directly or indirectly, 
in treasonable practices, or had abetted 
or Incited to acts of violence. 

The idea that the mere suggestion of 
drastic legislation would, in some mea- 
sure, cow the party, of sedition and 
anarchy In Bengal has not been Justi- 
lled hy recent events, it is true that 
for a few days after the excitement 
caused by the oxcutions of Kanal Lall 
Uutt and Satyedra Nalh lioso, thero 
seemed to he a lull, hut Infornialloii | 
Is nov.' coming to hand that n ri:cru-| 
descence oC tho agitation against the j 
Government is to ''do presently looked 
for The "'jrugantar" has. onco again 
found a'secret prlrttlng, press, and dur- 
ing the last few weeks copies have 
been scattered broadcast throfighoul 
Calcutta; Indeed, the printers have 
posted copies to prominent Europeans I 
with the remark that the "Vugantar" I 
Is a spirit, not a paper, and therefore 
cannot bo suppressed. Tho present is- 
sue Is in Bengali. Tho paper appeals 
to the people to Imitate the "heroism" 
ot Khudlriim Rose and Kauai Lall Dntt, 
and tho language used Is of a scml- 
mystlcal and religious ' kind. 

A remarkable state of affairs is re- 
ported from Bettiah, In the Chami)aran 
district of Behar. Disputes b.'tween the 
planters and the ryots leil to acts of 
hostility, and In order to protect tlu^ 
lOuropean population, large forces of 
Heimal Armed I'nllco and (lurklias were 
drafted Into the town and its nelgbl)or- 
liood. h'ifty rounds of hiUl lunniunl- 
tlon were served out to each member 
of the Bohar Light Horse. .Sov.n cases, 
have been reported to the police in 
which Europeans have 'aeon attacked, 
and stories arc current ot equestrians j 
being ambushed and inoffensive people j 
being molested on the highway. Police- 1 
inspector ICnlglit was badly mauled by [ 
a liudmasli with a lathle, and Maxwull 1 
Sndth, .-L planter, was cluised by a mob. 
Nineteen persons Were convicted at | 
Bettiah of being mom'aor.s of an unlaw- 1 
ful assomldy, and .s^'^ntenced to the full | 
term of of six' months' f;olltiiry con- j 
linement. no fewer than L'dO prisoners ! 
are awaiting trial at Motiharl. under | 
various charges, chiefly for assaulting I 
lOuropoans, for Incendiarism, and for In- 
citing class ag!',ln«t class. According to 
to the latest roi)orts tlio situation had 
slightly changed for the better. The 
strong force of armed polloenien. suj)- 
plemcMited hy the Gurkha (lelaclinu'nt. 
iiad a p.acifylnir effect upon the oombal- 
Ivo portions of the Inhabitants. The 
situation was so threat<?nlng at one 
time tbot a general exodus ensued of 
the wives and families of the planters, 
for whom accomtnsd&tlon was provided 
In the clubs and olroult-house and In 
the protected bungalows of tho officials. 
The ladles nnd clilldren eventually re- 
turned to their homes, but the country 
Is still 'ourdoned with .an army of piil- 
Icemen.

HOW LANG OVERCAME 
SQUIRES AT SYDNEy 

Admirable Account of Austral- 
ian's Defeat in the Seven- 
' teenth Round' 



An admirable description of tho 
Squires-Lang fight, whicli took place 
at Sydney, Australia, shortly before 
the departure of Tuck Johnson and his 
party for Canada, is contained in tho 
Herald, a cop;/ of which was received 
by tho steamer Makura whicli arrived 
yesterday. In part it- follows: 

Sriulrcs was the more eager to fight 
In the earlier rounds, and evidenced 
more confidence than his opponent, 
who appeared nervously anxious. No 
sooner had time been called for tho 
first round than Squired ttiddO vigor- 
ous play, sending lefts and rights 
home to tho body, and once, with his 
head down and right against the Vic- 
torian's stomach, forced Lang across 
the ring using loft and right tho while 
amid a scene of extraordinary excite- 
ment. Several scuffles of a harmless 
nature occurred, and here and there 
Lang managed to lodge a weighty 
loft to tho head, or a go.od right in 
the ribs. Already many people noted 
much Improvement in tho methods of 
each, and Squires showed ; greater- 
generalship than in any prevIbUs bat- 
tle. Loud cheering followed tho pair 
to their seats. 

They were a very busy pair In the 
second round. Squires dealt out some 
good blows to the body, but thus 
early It became plain that his lost 
Bunch had not returned from America. 
Lang paid most attention to the face, 
and occasionally, when opportunity 
offered, placed some well-judged blows 
In tho -TDOdy. The men gave the re- 
feree very little trouble, though 
clinches were frequent, as they brolte 
directly upon liearing tho order or 
feeling a slaij upon the back. 

Lang shaped with greater confi- 
dence In the BBftond^rpund. but, Squires 
still had the balance, of points bis 
way. 

Squires continued to lead through- 
out t!ie third round. Ono heavy ilgltt 
under tho heart was very effective, 
but only for a moment, as Lahg'got 
to dose quarters, swinging right and, 
left to tlio body and Jabbing a heavy 
left to the face.. Squires was forced 
to tho ropes, and actually down on 
the lower strand before he could 
evade tho furious onslaught. Squires 
had a habit of clinching very low — • 
below the knees s.ometlmcs — when 
hotly prosed, and though this saved 
him frequently It often brought 
troiible, as Lang found openings for 
uppercuts. Near the close of this 
round some fine two-handed, fighting 
occured, both playing about the body 
for several seconds before: tho gong 
clanged, and wild, chfeerlng,-.. demon- 
strated how keenly :spec,ta|,orB appre- 
ciated the fact. 

During the fourth Squires was 
roughed to the floor, a happening to 
which ho contributed as much as Lang, 
and the hoots for the latter wcr<; 
consequently undeserved. After this 
Lang sliowerl a bit bettor thnn the 
other man, and tlic round ended with 
lienors fairly oven. 

Twice' In • the fifth Lang uppercut 
very effectively with tho right In' 
clinches. Both -blows, were distinct] 
breaches 'Of the rules, and- ha bit In 
tho same w/iy several times after- 
wards. During some tast, work against 
the ropes Squire's foot slipped under 
tho lower one, and ho "went down to 
his knee, but was up again quickly 
and fighting a.s hard as ever. .Squire's 
mouth bled slightly here — a fact for 
which L:ing'H uppercuts were respon- 
sible. The Victorian had the better 
of this round, and showed marked Im- 
provement in attack. ' 

The sixth proved a basy time, but 
nothing of moment occurred, and Lang 
retired for his seconds' attention ap- 
parently the stronger man. 

Lang's earliest rush of tlio seventh 
round was such a furious one that ho 
almost went clean over Squire's 
stooiiod body. At long range Squires 
did best, but when they got together 
his teeth rattled fr.om tho power of 
Lang's uppercuts. Some exciting 
work on tho ropes ended the round. 

The eighth was mostly Snujre's 
round, but neitlier remained idle long- 
er than ho could help. 

They were going str.ongly immedi- 
ately tho ninth round oponod. . After 
a few exchanges Lang . forced the 
work, and charging strongly kcra- 
pelled Squires to go down to his Unoos 
to avoid. Again did Squire's mouth 
bleed through the p6wer that his 
opponent put into those close-range 
iij)V.-anl jolts with the right. A left 
hnok to Lang'.'! stomach, before tho 
offoot of which he hont bow-like, was

The Subsequent rounds tlirthe-16th 
were, fairly evenly .contested, but Lang 
was always the stronger man,,., and 
showed. better condition. "While Sqiiircs 
perspired freely, Lang's body looked 
as dry as the proverbial bo.ne. 

Squires began the 17th i-ound in a 
very shaky condition, and a heavy 
left and right to the jaw by Lang did 
not Improve matters for the other 
boxer. Later, Lang uppercut a severe

Paris, Murcli 9.— Tricks playod on 
niiHUspoctlng Kavanls may be harm- 
loKH, tint it is a different n-iatterwhen 
tho Hclentiats wlio are taken lu by the 
hoax pay down a round .sum in ca:ih, 
as the widow and son of a late ISgyp- 
tlan scholar have learned to their 
grief, If what alleged against them Is 
true. The crown of SultapharncH, 
which was given a place of honor In 
the liOuvro — having boon ^bought for 
something like $40,000 of ?50,000— and 
which was afterwards found to be tho 
work of an honest and poor, but 
clover, modern Russian artist. Instead 
of having been mado 2,000 years ago, 
is still fresh in many people's nilnds. 
A somewhat similar trick Iiuh been 
played on tho keeper of the (iulmol 
iMuuouin 111 Parl.s, and tho artist hi 
this case Ib an innocent as In that of 
Saittipharnes' crown. But this lime 
tho persons who, it Is alleged, are 
rasifonaiblc for the fraud arc known.

unemployment, and In the second place 
to renew the adhesion of tho Labor 
Party to the general principles of tho 
Kitflit to Work bin." There Is scarcely 
an item in tho agenda wliicli will not 
vo.K the economists wlio are dcnouncintr 
the present and prospective evils of 
the old age pensions sciicme. The 
clilof rosoiutions deal with the incid- 
ence of taxation, and proi>osalK aru 
made that, if carried out, would not 
only ensure ample provision for the 
pensions, but would greatly modify 
the uneinployiueul dlfliculty. But tho 
attempt to cre'ate a scare as to the 
futnre of the pensions lias already 
failed. .Much has been made of tlie 
deilclt on tlio Budget Kstiniutes for the 
nine months, amounting to about $"u,- 
OOU.OOO, and tlie fact is ignored that 
.Mr. AMriuilh allowed tor a large de-

000. Hut that there will be no sur- 
plus at the end vl the lliuinclal .\ear 
froni wliich Uj dr.'iw; as expecte<i, 
5;7,rjOO,(iuu for old age pensions is now 
fairly certain. It is pointed out th.at; 
there is no way out ot tlie llnancial 
difficulty except by way of incri'ased 
ta>;ati(in or appropriation of liart of 
the Sinking Fund. The Chancellor of 
the E.xohequer, In his speech at Liver- 
pool, hinted at some additional taxa- 
tion upon exelsablo liquors or upon 
licenses, or both. In tljo same spirit 
of speculation he should be accredit- 
ed with a land tax, following on a 
new valuation of landed property 
throughout the United Kingdom. A 
penny in the pound so levied would 
realize about |112,BD0,000 a year and 
settle tho future of the old ago pen- 
sion scheme and some other amelior- 
ative proposals.

The Confer- 
ence, however, will be a.sivod to de- 
clare that the principles :ind machin- 
ery of the Labor Party's ITnempIoyed 
Bill must be adopted. Home measures 
are descrilied In the Memorandum 
wlilcii has lieeii issued in connectlcHi 
! with tlie rcHoiutiona and it Is clalmc^d 
' f(U- them tliat they will broaden the 
basis of indii.stry and utlliy.o national 
resources now running to waste. The 
Labor party urge that a programme of 
afforestation, reclamation of 'land, na- 
tional road-making, co-oiicratlve 
small h.oldlngs. village settloinents, 
with farm colonies supplying the re- 
cpiii-ed training to enable the (own 
Iiopniatloii to take advantage of these 
schemes, should be jiut Into oijeratlon 
at once. To carry out this programme 
it Is suggested lliat llie national nu- 
thorltirs should co-operate with the 
loctil authorities, but "the economic 
cause of unemployment, though modl- 
tled, will not be removed by this."

London, March 9. — 'WrltlnB in the 
Dally Express, Alan Ostler, who re- 
cently mado a trip to Morocco, says: 
Morocco is one of tho last and strong- 
est fastnesses of true barbarism. The 
inlluence of. the Europeans who in- 
habit the larger. co.ast towns penetrates 
hardly at all into tho Interior, where 
to tills day the conditions of., life of 
the "Arabian Nights" and .tho. Old 
Testament still prevail, unaltered.. In 
any essential. '' . * 

Goods find their way inland, borne 
upon the .backs of mules arid'camels; 
crazy clocks, European bedsteads 
(never slept qn), and^crazier musical 
boxes are to be found in tho houses of 
the wealthier Moors; and the way- 
farer carries a long gun at his back. 
But these are only straws doatlng on 
the stream that has run unaltered fOr 
tlioiisanda ot years. 

The Moor has had his spell of 
world-leaderahlp; and though he still 
mourns his expulsion from Siialn, ho 
will have none of the progressive 
civilization nf the modern world. His 
own w;iy of life Is good enough for 
lilni, find lie would care nothing for 
the namo of "sav.-i gery" wliicli the 
i'luropoaii bestows upon his barbaric 
civlllziLtlon were it not that he is be- 
ginning to know that the "I'^ii nipean 
wiW not tdh.'rate savager\-; tliat ' I'Zuro- 
lieaii lingers are for es't'r itching to 
"Improve" the savage, to make lilm 
wear trousers, worl< in factories, ride 
la rallwtiy trains, and generally con- 
duet himself as a fevorlsiily jirogres- 
slve animal. And tlimigh for Euro- 
pean conti'iiipt he cares not a jot, he 
has the liveliest dread of European 
interference. 

Tills Is the explanation of the wide- 
spread misconception tlial the Moors 
are bitterly hostile to all foroigners. 
Thoy are not. To the Individual for- 
eigner they are kindly and liospltable 
to a degree, so long as he show.s no 
desire to meddle with their ways of 
lite. It Is when he tries to thrust 
European civilization upon them that 
they view him with fear and distrust, 
and treat him accordingly. 

However, tho doom of the Moor Is 
fixed. Ho Is to be "civilized" as 
speedily as France, backed up by all 
the rest of Europe, can bring the mat- 
ter about. Germany Is included with 
the rest of Europe, . for , Germany has 
nothing to say against the civilization 
of Morocco. She only opposes France's 
action because she wishes to exploit 
tho country herself. So the. Moors will 
shortly learn that they don't know how 
to ■ live the life which man was' in- 
tended to live, and. .will be forced to 
abandon their present ways. 

Humanitarians ' 'will support tho 
perpetraltlon of this atrocity — for an 
atrocity it ' certainly is — because It is 
known that cHrhlnals are occaslonailly 
flogged to" death, or blinded, or maim- 
ed, in savage Morocco, and that men 
'frequently kill theeir enemies -Nvlth im- 
punity. "Tlirft must be changed. People 
wlio transgress the law will be de- 
cently fined and Imprisoned; murder- 
ers will bo shot or hanged with de- 
corous ur.ctlon. For civilized Morocco 
must be taught to treat her criminals 
as other nations treat theirs, She has 
not many criminals of any kind at 
Ijresent; but that is a detect which the 
introduction of civilization will 
speedily remedy. 

Commercialism will welcome the 
atrocity, and will justify It witli many 
nobli^ sentiments. Tliere is no organ- 
ized labor, as w<^ know it. in Morocco. 
The Jloor i.s Ignoriint ot the dignity 
of labor. lie never bad a virulent, 
dyspeptic Rout to teach him bow gn at 
and glorious a thing is work, and con- 
Ke(iuently he fails to understand the 
extent to which ten or twelve hoiir.s 
per diem of coiirmemeut In a coal 
mine or factory reliiie ami enoble the 
nature of man. lie knows tliat in or- 
der to exist he must occasionally ex- 
ert hlnisolf to a certain extent: but 
he does not realize tliat it is sinful to 
speiul on(.''K leisure hours meditating 
in tile shade, or joyously careering tii 
and fro, perclied on a scarlet saddle 
on the iKicK' of a long-i^ailed, squealing 
stiillKpii. .\'ot understanding that bus- 
ini ss is necessary to the welfare of 
iiiaiikind, ho lias no care of time. He 
is content to spend a week, or three 
weeks, or more, in conveying his 
merchandise from one market to an- 
other. And when the timo comes for 
Helling it he is more than willing to 
prolong the transaction ' over many 
hours of pleasant barsainlng. 

'We know that waste of time is 
wicked. The barbarian Moor believes 
that God looks with no less pleasure 
upon the man of dlgnlfled leisure than 
upon the intellectual being who spends 
his hours fervidly turning out gross 
niion gross of cartridges. 'VVell, Eur- 
oiie will possibly correct all those bar- 
barian defects. But it Is, after all, 
possible that when we drive out the 
vices of tlfe Moor we shall kill his 
\ irtues also. There are the virtues of 
kindliness and hospitality, for instance, 
1, travelling through Morocco, have 
never known the Indignities to wlilch 
any Moor would be subjected in civ- 
ilized England. My clothing and rid- 
ing-goar seemed painfully silly to all 
Monrs. But I never wus Insulted or 
molested. 

All wa.s courtesy and kindness, and 
when I camped In a country village, a 
stranger In a land of which I knew 
nothing, the best house was put at 
my disposal; a feast was nitidc in my 
lienor, and I ate of the country-folk's 
poor best. Now, picture to yourself 
a Jiloor, witli his llowlng rolies, his 
1 s.addle. yellow slipjiers, and liis 
wild horse, daring to venture into tin; 
3trei;ts of Limiloii. Would he not be 
■U'.rroiinded lit once liy thousamls of 
liati'fnl, gaping faces? Would ho not 
Jeered and pelted by a following ot 
hlldren — an army of immature hooli- 
gans sucli a.s you can only lliid in a 
ivlllzed town? And imagine Rueli a 
Moor, lost In the coiinlry, asliiiig bos- 
pitallty of English yokels. Pretty hos- 
pitality eivUlzation would afforil him! 

That is one respect in wliich .Mor- 
occo will lose more than she '.vill 
gain by civilization. Here is anoflii'r; 
There Is no starvation In .Moroceo. 
'i^lii>r(; is no drunkeiine!-,s in .M<iroceo. 
There are none of the spectacles 
thiit one sees in certain notorious cen- 
tres In London. But, then, civilization 
has not yet .sot,,,to,,.work upon tho, 
coimtry,' -i ■• '

there was little use for her iianorama 
whll(> shells were Hying about and tho 
Coinmunhsta set tho city on lire. Shu 
became a Tied Cros.s iiurso fo" the 
time, and spent her daya and nights 
on the ramparts among tho soldiers. 
During her leisure hours after tho

knowledge that-sho began to instruct 
a group of smali children belonging 
to her neighbors, ond show people 
or gypsies like herseiC.

It usually took n]i/r^ 
uenti'al ijosltlnn In yil tho great f/'ii.^ 
at Noullly, Saint Cloud, Saint C!i.'?',na|n' 
and .along the outlying I'Diilev-aTds' 
moving from place to l)Iace.\vltli the 
Hhow people and gypsy clii'd,,.,,, 
being able to do all the l.-^aelilng her- 
self, and lier school bec'lnilnr a very 
popular ln.stitution, aha: imcl ' to hire | now on' the iai'i 
llrst one and then soveeii- lady teacli- 
ers to help her, and sha often had 



In time i\Idlle ISonncfoi.s obtained 
Govornment recognition for lier travel- 
ling .schools, and many of hor pupils 
Iia.ssed the severe e.\aminatioiia for 
diiilomas and were awarded places at 
L,ycees. Cardinal Perraud heard of 
her work, sent for hor, and obtained 
for her a prize for her aer vices in ed- 
ucation. 'J'ho Society for tho Kncour- 
agemeiit of Good Work.s also heard of 
luM-, a.Md awarded her Its highest re- 
compense. Every year Jtdllo Bonne- 
fols was to be seen in the midst of tho 
fair at the I'lace tie la Nation with 
her school wagon. Some nuns from 
tho Picpus Convent liapjiened to see 
her, and Invited her to tho Convent, 
where the Mother Superior told lur 
that at any time when she might need 
it she would be welcome at the Con- 
vent. "But," said Mdllo. Bonnefola, "I 
will not come without my wagon." 
"Then bring your wagon along," said 
the iMother fJiijjerlor. 

A few montiis ago INldlle Bonnefoi.s 
fell ill, and the reiiorl went round that 
slie was dying. Cjld ago had cioiiie. Slio 
Is now over SO, and she could no longei- 
bear the hardships of iier roving lit,', 
as when she wa.s j-oung. Tlie iiun.s of 
the Picpus Convent at once sent for 
her, g.avo her a warm room, medical 
attention, and every po.ssiljle comfort, 
and hor wagon was not forgotten. Tlio 
nuns had it brought, and gave it shel- 
ter a.s tliey did ittf owner, and this i.s 
how they havo for the last two month.'j 
Imd a picturesque gypsy wagon in tlio 
courtyard of the Convent. Jidlle. 
Bcmnefols from her room could sec her 
wagon, and perhaps It helped In her 
recovery. She is .now nearly well 
again, having got over a severe attack < 
of pneumonia. 'When able to go, put a

The solutirm of the my.stcry lies hi 
the iiei'sona! .'>ui)r>Tu;n\' ovi'r the 
Cotniiionv.'ealth House ot Hcpri'seiita- 
tive.'j of llie cN-Prlnii^ .Minister, Al- 
fred Deakln, and th<.' In.iljlllty of lils 
little band ;in(l ui the twelve members 
forming the left wing (.if the Opptisl- 
11(111 parl\-, to accept the policy and 
)irison of (1. II. Iteid. ?,Ir. Deakln is 
Ihe ■•Wnrwick Kingm.ikor" in Austral- 
hui national ]iolltlc.". lie takes up the 
])Ositioii thiit iii.s f|Mon(l;ur. allies, the 
Ijahor pai-ty, lieiiig the largest ]i!Lrt\' la 
the llousi; (twent>--sev(n member.s), 
deserve office. As tliat party for tliree 
years aided him In the execution of 
his plans, and as Its policy is much 
closer to his own than that of tiie Con- 
servative (JpiioHitlon, iio sees no reas- 
on wliy he >;h(iuld not give a illscrim- 
Inatlng support to the Govc.-rnment 
headed by Andrew Fisher. He may 
bo obliged In a few weeks or months 
to withdraw that support. If the La- 
bor Government goes beyond the Dea- 
kln programme of legislation ho will 
do so — and Labor will fall. 

Tho Liberals liolU the balance of 
power. The two wings of tlie (5piio.sl- 
tion number but , thirty-two all told; 
the Government and tho Liberals to- 
g(Hhcr total fos'ty-two. Once the llf- 
lei u Liberals revolt fhe li'lshcr Goy- 
erntnorit Is doomed. Mr. Plsher knows 
ihiit, and Is not likely till about tho 
iiiiddb of inoi) to force a conjunction 
of tho Opposition and the Liberals to 
liiii own injure-. 

Apart from the general desirability 
of ;illo-wlng VL Labor G(n-eriimeiit a 
fair opportunltj' of gaininjr wisdom 
niid experience In office, Mr, Deakln 
UnUs .that If his. "Centre" puity Is not 
Id Ije ground :to' pieces at the next el- 
ections between ;'thO :Upper millstone of 
tho Labor leagues and the lower niill- 
.slono of Conservatism lie must have 
tlin<j for organization and propaganda. 
While ho. Is out of office ho intends 
to lake up this work.' If the Conser- 
vatives admit defeat, tljrow oytir Mr, 
llcid, and seek sorVlc(j;under';his ban- 



ner, ho wUI take them on his own 
terms and : on their acceptance of a 
Liberal policy. , 

The Liberal? and their leader real- 
ize that the light of their lives Is be- 
fore them in 1910. At the elections 
the Labor party will throw gratitude 
to the winds and struggle almost as 
fiercely with the most advanced Radl- 
c.il as they will wltli tho A.ntl-Soclalist. 

lleimwhile Deakln's party retains its 
separate existence, and is propailng to 
1111 its ranks und strengthen its posl- 
tion bv a vigorous campaign tliruugh 
ail the" States in the early part of this 
year. Jt will thus be uidianipored in 
formulating its own fighting platform, 
and iinpes to attract supporters from 
other parties by virtue of that jilat- 
forin, instead of accepting a coalition 
llrsl and so being forced to give the 
new-comers a share In its construction. 
Of course, Deakln must suffer, as ho 
suffered two years ago. from the fact 
that ills policy Is in most respects a 
milder form of tho Labor' platform. 
Stated, indeed, in the tabloid formulas 
of Labor's fighting platform, there Is 
hardly a plank on which he' and Mr. 
Flslier could not stand side- by side; 
but tho tabloid formulae omit all the 
nice distinctions- between measures 
tiiat respect outside oplnloii and meas- 
ures that flout It. , ■ 

The last Labor ministry , is still re- 
membered' lit the de'iiartin'ent:s as the 
most painstaking and the most Intel- 
ligent with -which the permanent offici- 
als have had to deal. Tlio new one in- 
cludes most of tlie men who etirned 
tliat rei:.ulation, and the new-comers 
are their matcli. Botli Labor and Aus- 
tralia will beneflt by their having even 
a short experience of practical prob- 
lem-solving. 

.Shortly before quitting otilce the 
late (.;onionwealth Government" decided 
to iiecoiit the )iroposal of the Imperial 
authorities to issue subsidiary coinage 
for Australia. Hitherto the Brltl."!! 
Government )ias controlled tlie. whole 
Australian silver currency, and inci- 
dentally has made a considerable iirollt 
out of it. The ]'''ederal treasury olileials 
estimate that the sliver coin in circu- 
lation represents $10,000,000. Under 
the scheme the Imperial mint wdll 
witiidraw this at the rate of $500,000 
a vear, and it is estimated that during 
tlie twenty years wiilch the process 
will occupy, tiio Commonwealtli will 
reap an annual profit of between $250,- 

000 und J300,000. Discussing tile now 
arrangement recently, Sir "William 
Lyne, the late Federal Treasurer, said: 
"The British mint will strike the coins 
for us, cliarglng us the cost and no 
more. At jiresent I do not f(.>el dls- 
lioscd to recommend starting a mint 
ourselves. It seems to me that the most 
practical way is to adopt the sugges- 
tion of the British Government. We 
sliall liave the same denominations, 
but a new coin of Australian design. 

1 liave been making inquiries to see if 
we might not do away with the half- 
crown, but I do not think It possible to 
dispense with it. There is no chance 
of decimal coinage lieing adojjted. It 
will have to be adopted in Great Brit- 
ain before Australia and the other do- 
minions can do anytlilng." 



INDIAN M'E DiCA'L CO'MGRESS 

Congress Will Meet in Bombay on Feb- 
ruary Twenty-Second 



Calcutta. Marcli 9.— Some months ago 
Sir George Clarke, the Governor of 
Uombay, initiated a scheme for hold- 
ing !i medical congress in Bombay, 
whicli has nov,' taken a dcllnltc shape. 
The congress will meet In Bombay on 
February 22, when the Governor will 
deliver a iiresldeiitial address at the 
inaugural session, and its deliberations 
will continue on the four following 
diiys.

It is hoped that the congress will 
result ill ti valu.able exchange of views 
upon tile most recent advances in 
Imowieilge of troplcuj diseases, and 
will Indicate new and inuiroved meth- 
ods for ameliorating suffering among 
the masses. Ill has already gained the 
most Inlluential support, and the at- 
tendance Is expected to number about 
2.000. Tlid coniinlttdt- issued invUa- 
tiiin.s to many of the leading autluri- 
tle.'; on the subjects to be discussed, 
or eiig^iived upon special research in 
connection with them In Indl;i and 
elsewhere, to present jiapers. Many of 
these. iiK.'ludiiig Professors Ronald, 
Kitlsato, .Musgrave, Colonel Kumple, 
iMajors Donovan, Lamb, Smith, and 
leonard Roger.=;, Cajitains Greig, I'or- 
stcr, and Christophers, Dr. Fowler, 
and others have already announced 
ttieir intention of being personally 
present while others, including Sir 
Patrick Manson, .Sir Lauder Brunton, 
Colonel .MacLeod, Professor Osier, Drs. 
Nash NIveu, and Ashburton Thomson, 
Intend to submit papers if they can- 
not attend personally. It Is hoped 
also that an official delegate from the 
Philippine Islands will be able to at- 
tend. 

The subjects laid down for discus- 
sion will be oonsldered In live separ- 
ate sections.

A few days ago a leading Scottish 
paper, fancying tliat Seotlaiul liad a 
grievance in tlie matter, hinted' that 
undue leniency was sliown in Ireland 
In regard to the age limit, and that 
great numbers wer(.' admitted v/lio had 
not reached seventy years of age. It 
is to thi.s particular aspect of the 
(luestion that Inquiry will now bo 
mainly directed by tho .special olllcials 
who have been sent to Ireland. But 
It is exceedingly unlikely- 'that any dis- 
coveries will be made which: would 
east .doubt on the genuineness of the 
Irish claims which have been appro\-- 
ed. The Inslnuatlou ls made that tliere 
has been collusion '. of some kind oi- 
other. In which the.' priest v.-as the 
deus ex niachlna, hilt to assume this 
Is to bring a very grave eliargo against 
tho pension ofllcers, who represented 
the Imperial I5xche(|uer, and who, it

To set up ns a standard tho number 
of claims admitted in ISngJand and 
Scotland Is misleading. In the first 
place, Ireland is essentially a much 
poorer country, and consequently a 
far greater proportion of those of 70 
years and ujiwards wore found, so far 
as mea',is were concerned, entitled to 
the benefits of the Act. Secondly, 
ever.v one knows that emigration has 
to ;l great extent drained the country 
of tlie young ;in(l vigorous, so .that in 
jiroportlon to jiopulation the percentage 
of aged was certain to turn out much 
higher than in tiiia country. Another 
important consideration lost sight of 
Is that away back, before 1839, Ireland 
had nearly twice the population that 
she has now. 

In regard to the age limit, tho pen- 
sion ol'ficers experienced great. dilllcui- 
ty, ,as not a single septuagenarian in 
Ireland could produce a proper certill- 
eate of birth, compulsory registration 
not being in forct! at the time. Tliey 
had to test the applicants statements 
as licst they could under the circum- 
stances by reference to the census re- 
turns, marriage certificates,. parish rog- 
IstciK, and such.'dthor .e'wldertco.as was 
available; In some few "cases vwhero 
nothing else cQuld. be .had., by certifi- 
cates from the local clergyman. The 
same course, in tho absence of birth 
cortlflcates. had to be followed' Iti Eng- 
land and Scotland, tfnd no :dbubt In 
each country some' (people under 70 
slipped through and ■ obtained a pen- 
sion without toeing brttitled to it. But 
there la no reason to suppose that' such 
eases were more numerous In Ireland 
than in Knglond and .Scotland. . 

Another factor which helped largely 
to account for Ireland's huge total was 
the very large "number of small farm- 
ers or crofters, especially along the 
west coast, who put in claims, and 
who, on a calculation of their means, 
could not rightly be denied a jiension. 
Looking, therefore, at ail the facts of 
the case, the abnormal number of Irish 
)iensloners can bo readily accounted 
for.
